In compliance with the requirements of the 7th Section 
of the Registration of Births, Deaths and Marriages (Scotland) 
Act, 1854, 17 & 18 Vict., c 80, I beg to transmit with a 
view to its being laid before Parliament a Report on the 
Vital Statistics of Scotland for the year 1938. 

The Statistical Summary and the portion dealing with 
Causes of Death have been prepared under the direction of 
Dr. Peter L. McKinlay, Superintendent of Statistics in this 
Ofhce. In addition to the usual Appendices dealing respect- 
ively with (1) Vaccination, (2) Marriages, (3) the Weather, 
(4) Re-registration of Births, Adoptions, &c., there are also 
included two special Appendices, one dealing with the first 


six months’ experience of the new particulars, principally re- 


garding fertility, made available by the Population (Statistics) 
Act, which came into operation on Ist July 1938, the other 
showing the results of a special inquiry into the distribution 
of births and deaths according to the hour of the day at which 
they occur. Both these special Appendices yield information 
which has not hitherto been published in regard to Scotland.

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL

SUMMARY. 


Tue vital statistics of the year 1938 are in some important respects 
the most favourable so far obtained. The population estimated to 
the middle of the year 1938 as approximately 5 millions, shows a 
slight increase over that of the previous year, mainly due to a natural 
increase (excess of births over deaths), and to a less noteworthy 
extent to an apparent diminution in net emigration, especially to 
England. Attention is also drawn in the text to the progressive 
change in age constitution and its effect on the trend of mortality 
from all and from certain important individual causes of death. 
The birth-rate is rather higher than for 1937, and the experience of 
recent years indicates a halt in the continuous decline recorded for 
so many years, and now almost accepted as inevitable and un- 
changing. Figures put forward later indicate the definite slackening 
in the rate of decline of the birth-rate, whether this is measured as a 
ratio of total births to total population or to women aged 15-44 years, 
or of legitimate births to married women of reproductive age. Part 
of the interruption of the previously steady decline may be due to 
the higher marriage-rate evidenced in Scotland during the past quin- 
quennium, wherein the rates have been consistently higher than at 
any time except during the abnormal years immediately succeeding 
the Great War. This rate (7:76) in 1988 is actually the highest 
otherwise recorded in any registration year, with the single exception 
of 1873, when it reached 7-77 per 1,000 population. While sight 
differences are observed in the rate of decline registered in the birth- 
rate, dependent on the method of measurement of the rate, it is of 
interest to note that these are only of small magnitude, and further, 
that correction for change in the age distribution of married women 
of fertile ages would only account for a small portion of the total 
decline. Since 1861 there has been a progressive increase in the 
proportion of married women at the higher range of reproductive 
life (where fertility is diminished) and a corresponding reduction in 
the proportions at the more fertile ages, but this in itself would 
result, it has been estimated, in a reduction of only some 8 per cent. 
in the birth-rate. 

As regards the health of the people as measured by mortality 
experience, the year under review has been a distinctly favourable 
one. The general death-rate in the infantile and pre-school periods, 
the mortalities from the principal epidemic diseases, tuberculosis, 
both pulmonary and non-pulmonary, and the chief respiratory 
diseases, all show record low levels. At individual age periods of 
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life, too, a continuation of previous improvement is manifest—com- 
pared with 1937 each age period except those for females of school 
ages, where the rates are substantially the same, shows lower rates 
in the year under review. Compared with earlier years the rate of 
improvement has been particularly a feature of the younger age 
eroups, the decline, except in the first year of life, progressively 
diminishing with advance of age. Compared with the experience 
as recent as the beginning of the present century, infantile mortality 
is now only a half, pre-school mortality is less than one-third, that 
from 5-44 years is less by about a half, and at later ages smaller but 
still very marked reductions are recorded. These changes, in view of 
the changing age structure of our population, are to some extent 
obscured by inspection of the course of the crude general death-rate. 

During the year the almost complete absence of influenza in 
epidemic form and the correlated diminution in the -deaths from 
bronchitis and pneumonia account chiefly for the favourable differ- 
ence compared with the previous year, but many other causes have 
contributed in less degree. In the infectious disease group, e.g., 
apart from influenza, lower values are found for whooping-cough, 
cerebro-spinal fever and scarlet fever (another record low figure). 
Measles, on the other hand, was more prevalent than in 1937, while 
deaths from diphtheria remained substantially the same. ‘T'uber- 
culosis and digestive diseases contribute also in varying degree to the 
better experience of the present year. Cancer and diseases of the 
circulatory system, on the contrary, show little change from their 
previous unfavourable history. The crude death-rate from cancer 
increased from 157 to 162 per 100,000, but when standardised for age 
and sex the rate differs but little from that for recent years. In 
diseases of the nervous system, of the genito-urinary system, of 
pregnancy and childbirth and in accidents there is no noteworthy 
difference in the present from the previous year. 

The main causes of death retain their order of importance, deaths 
from heart disease accounting for 22°4 per cent., from cancer for 
12°8 per cent., from bronchitis and pneumonia for 10-0 per cent., 
and from cerebral hemorrhage and allied conditions for 9:9 per 
cent., from tuberculosis for 5-5 per cent., and from violence for 4°6 
per cent. of the total. The tendency over recent years has been for 
the first two groups in particular to become ever more prominent in 
the death returns, this being no doubt partly due to the ageing of 
the population. 

While comparisons with previous years indicate steadily pro- 
gressive improvement in the health of Scotland generally, com- 
parisons with certain other countries, both in respect of present — 
position and of rates of improvement over recent years, give less 
cause for satisfaction, but suggest that much further advance is 
possible in this direction. The general death-rate of 12°6 per 1,000 
population contrasted with 11°6 in England and Wales, in Sweden 
and in Switzerland, 10-7 in the U.S.A., 9°7 in New Zealand, 9:6 in 
Australia, 9°5 in Canada and 8°5 in the Netherlands. (It should 
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be noted that these are all crude death-rates, not corrected for age 
or sex distribution.) The record low infantile mortality rate of 70 
per 1,000 births contrasts markedly with those of 63 for Canada, of 
53 for England and Wales, of 52 for the Union of South Africa, of 
51 for the U.S.A., and rates of under 40 for Australia, for New 
Zealand and for the Netherlands. In 1870-72 the death-rate in 
England and Wales, standardised to the population of that country 
in 1901, was 21°2, while that for Scotland standardised in like 
manner was 20°9. Until the turn of the century the rate was still 
lower than that for England and Wales, but since 1900-02 the 
position has been reversed. Comparing the experience of the years 
1930-382 with that of 1870-72 the Scottish rates so standardised have 
declined from 20:9 to 11:3 and those for England and Wales from 21-2 
to 9°8, percentage decreases of 46 and 54 respectively. Comparing 
the present positions of the two countries (1930-82) in respect of 
age and sex specific mortalities, the Scottish rates show excess in 
each sex at every age period of life, particularly so in infancy and 
pre-school life. Relatively the greatest improvement in the mortality 
experience of Scotland is shown for the principal infectious diseases, 
which are only one-third of what they were in 1891-1900, for tuber- 
culosis, especially non-pulmonary forms, and for respiratory diseases. 
Unfavourable results are shown especially for cancer, for heart 
disease (chiefly in later life) and for diseases of the kidney. The 
increase in the number of deaths from heart disease may to some 
extent be due to improvement in certification. 

The principal numbers and rates shown in the Report are as 
follows :— | 


Births registered during the year numbered 88,627, being 817 
more than in the previous year. The birth-rate was 17-75 per 1,000 
population, which is 0-10 more than in the previous year but 0-04 
less than the average for the preceding five years. Illegitimate 
births numbered 5,449 and the proportion to the total births was 
615 per cent., being the same as in the previous year. 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 38,747, being 
413 more than in 19387. The marriage-rate was 7-76 per 1,000. For 
the fifth year in succession both the number of marriages and the 
inarriage-rate are higher than in any year since the post-war years 
1919-21. ‘Termination of marriage by decrees of divorce or nullity 
numbered 788, being 139 more than in the previous year. 

Deaths from all causes numbered 62,953, the annual rate being 
12°61 per thousand. Infant deaths numbered 6,163 and represented 
an infantile mortality rate of 69-5 per 1,000 births. This rate is less 
than that for the previous year by 10-8 and is the lowest on record 
for Scotland. 

The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases 
was 2,043, as compared with 4,468 in the previous year. The death- 
rate in 1937 was higher than normal on account of an epidemic of 
influenza in the early months of the year. The number of deaths 
for 1938 is the smallest which has ever been recorded in Scotland. 
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Deaths from tuberculosis of the respiratory system numbered 
2,581 (compared with 2,791 in 1937), and those from other forms of 
tuberculosis numbered 851 as compared with 872 in 1937. The rate 
in 1988 from all forms of tuberculosis was 69 per 100,000, being 5 
less than in the previous year and the lowest rate ever recorded in 
Scotland. Seventy years ago this death-rate was as high as 404. 
Deaths from malignant disease numbered 8,072, the rate being 162 
per 100,000. ‘The death-rate is higher than in the previous year 
by 5. 

The number of deaths of women from causes relating to preg- 
nancy and childbirth was 432, being slightly more than in 1937. 
These deaths are equal to a death-rate of 49 per 1,000 births, which 
is 0-1 more than in 1937. For the years 1931-37 this rate averaged 
59, 

Violent deaths numbered 2,878 as compared with 3,020 in 1937. 
Of this total 460 were believed to be suicidal and of the remainder 
224 were from burning (including conflagration), 291 from drowning, 
993 from accidents with motor vehicles, and 137 from accidents in 
mines and quarries. Deaths from drowning are 30 fewer than in 
the previous year, those from all road accidents are 25 fewer, and 
those from accidents in mines and quarries are 17 more. 

The relative importance of the main causes and cause groups of 
deaths remained substantially unchanged, the most outstanding 
numerically being heart disease, cancer, cerebral hemorrhage and 
the respiratory diseases, as already indicated. 





The estimated population of Scotland as at the middle of 1938 
was 4,993,100, of whom 2,405,100 were males and 2,588,000 were 
females. This represents a net increase over the estimate for the 
previous year of about 16,500; this increase, which is larger than 
that recorded for each of the two preceding years, is attributable 
_ Iainly to the excess of births over deaths. It is estimated that the 
_ population of Scotland has increased since the Census of 1931 by 

about 150,000 persons. In the Reports which have been issued since 
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that date attention has been drawn to the fact that the mcrease of 
population, although mainly attributable to the excess of births over 
deaths, has algo been partially due to a small inward balance into 
Scotland by overseas migration. ‘This balance, which in 1931 and 
1932 amounted to fully 10,000 per annum, has steadily decreased 
until now it amounts to little over 2,000 per annum. On the other 
hand there is evidence that unrecorded emigration, principally to 
England, is tending to increase, although it is believed to have been 
somewhat less in 1937-38 than in the two previous years. This 
emigration has in recent years considerably exceeded the small in- 
ward balance of overseas migration. For the greater part of the ten 
years between the Censuses of 1921 and 1931 the population of 
Scotland was declining on account of very large emigration, prin- 
cipally overseas, but this decline appears to have been arrested about 
the year 1930. While these estimates of population have shown an 
increase for each year since 1930, the annual increase, which was at 
a maximum (for recent years) between 1931 and 1932, when it 
amounted to about 40,000, showed a decline in each year until 1937, 
when the increase was only slightly over 10,000. As already in- 
dicated, the increase for 1937-88 is about 16,500, due to a low 
death-rate during the winter of 1937-88 and a decline in the estimate 
of the number of persons who “‘ drift south.” 


BIRTHS. 


The number of living children whose births were registered in 
Scotland during the year 1938 amounted to 88,627, of whom 45,447 
were males and 43,180 were females. The sex ratio was thus 1,053 
males to every 1,000 females, being the same as in 1937, but rather 
above the average for the past 40 years. This ratio moves within 


somewhat narrow limits, the highest proportion ever recorded in 


Scotland having been 1,072 in 1933 and the lowest 1,032 in 1905. 
(Tables 1 and 2.) 


Since the year 1876, when the birth-rate reached the highest. 


point recorded since the institution in 1855 of national registration 
in Scotland (35°62 per thousand of the total population), the general 
trend, apart from minor fluctuations, has been steadily downwards, 
the rates in recent years amounting to little more than half those 
recorded when the birth-rate was at its maximum, while in 1933, in 
1935, in 1937 and 1938 it has fallen to rather less than half of the 
maximum quoted above. The only major interruption of this steady 
decline occurred in the years immediately following the War. From 
1920 the downward tendency was practically continuous till 1933, 
when the rate reached 17°62, the absolute minimum ever recorded 
for Scotland. The birth-rate for 1938 was 17:75, being 0-10 more 
than in the previous year but 0:04 less than the previous five years’ 
average. It is 0:13 above the minimum rate recorded in 1933. Com- 


pared with the previous year the differences in the quarterly rates. 


were not of great significance, the principal increase (0:5 per 
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thousand) occurring in the first quarter. It has been observed that if 
the ten years 1915-24—representing the War years, when the rates 
declined rapidly, and the years of high birth-rates following the 
War—are omitted, the trend of the crude birth-rates since 1924 has 
tended to follow the downward course of the rates for the years 
immediately preceding 1915, occupying the approximate positions 
which they would have held if the trend of these pre-war years had 
continued. 

A feature of the birth-rate for recent years (1933-38), however, 
has been its comparative steadiness. During these six years it has 
not fallen below 17°6 Gn 1933) nor risen above 18:0 (in 1934), the 
maximum range being thus 0:4 in six years. The birth-rate for 
1933, therefore, still stands as the lowest on record after five succeed- 
ing years. Apart from the abnormal years following the War, no 
low record among birth-rates has ever previously stood for five years 
during all the period in which the birth-rate has been falling in 
Scotland, that is, since 1876. The possible influence of the high 
marriage-rates of recent years niust not be overlooked. 

Variations of the birth-rate may also be studied along the lines 
indicated in Table 7, that is, in relation to the numbers of females 
aged 15-44 and (for legitimate births only) in relation to numbers of 
married women aged under 45 years. Table B (1), based on the 
three years round each Census, will illustrate under each standard 


the fall which has taken place. 


It will be seen that for the entire period 1861 to 1931 there is 
little difference in the percentage declines (44:6 and 46°5 respectively) 
by the two standards, while judged by the crude birth-rate (births 
per thousand population) the decline is 45-5 per cent. No allowance 
is made in this table for any influence which a change in the propor- 
tions of women at the earlier and therefore more fertile ages may 
have had on the rates, but it is estimated that this would only account 
for about 8 per cent. of the decline. The Annual Report for 1908

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contained a special supplement in which this factor was allowed for 
in the case of married women, but its influence was found to be com- 
paratively slight, the decline between 1861 and 1901 (single years in 
each case) being found to be 14:9 per cent. without such allowance 
and ‘13:4 per cent. with that allowance. It will be seen from the 
above table that measured by the three-yearly periods round each 
Census the rate of decline is on the increase, being (for legitimate 
births) 4°8 per cent. in 1891, 8:3 per cent. in 1901, 14-2 per cent. in 
1911 and 14:9 per cent. per decennium for the twenty-year period 
1911 to 1931. (The period of abnormal birth-rates following the 
War makes comparisons with 1921 rather misleading.) It will be 
observed, however, that while acceleration of the decline was marked 
between 1871 and 1911 the mean annual rate of decline for the 
twenty years ending in 1931 was practically the same as for 1901-I1. 

Similar rates have been worked out for each year since 1931, but 
as they are dependent on age estimates they do not have the authority 
of rates based on observations for years round a Census date. ‘They 
are as follows :—

It will be observed that the trend of the rates in the last two 
columns corresponds generally with that of the crude birth-rates for 
these years, although the fall in the case of the last column is rather 
more pronounced, Like the crude birth-rates, these rates show at 
least a slackening in the rate of decline in the past few years, but, 
unlike the crude birth-rate, the legitimate birth-rate is for each of 
the past four years below those for 1933 and 1934.

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The birth-rate for the year was 18:37 in the large burghs, 16°39 
in the small burghs and 17:30 in the landward districts. In the 
previous year these three rates were 18:48, 16:03 and 16:92. Last 
year it was observed that the decline had been most marked in the 
small burghs and in the landward districts, but this loss has been 
largely recovered in 1938, and in each case the rates differ only very 
slightly from those shown in 1936. On the other hand the birth-rate 
in the large burghs has declined slowly from 18°66 in 1936 to 18:37 
in 1938, as already stated. Of the total number of births, 57-0 per 
cent. were registered in the large burghs, 14:1 in the small burghs 
and 29-0 in the landward districts. In the case of births and deaths 
but not of marriages, all local rates quoted in this Report have been 
corrected by transfer to place of usual residence, if such be in 
Scotland. (Table B (2).) 

The geographical variations in the birth-rate will be seen in 
Tables 4 to 6. In counties, including burghs, the rate ranged from 
24-3 in Wigtown, 199 in West Lothian, 19:7 in Lanark and 18-6 in 
Stirling, to 12-9 in Peebles, 12°5 in Berwick, 12°3 in Bute and 11:7

in Selkirk. In the large burghs the highest rates were found in 
Port Glasgow (23-6), in Hamilton and in Coatbridge (23-0), in 
Airdrie (21:5) and in Stirling (20-6), while the lowest rates were 15:1 

: in Perth, 14-8 in Dunfermline, 14:3 in Rutherglen and 14:0 in 

) Arbroath. In small burghs with populations of 5,000 and over this 
rate ranged from 23:°9 in Armadale, 23:7 in Ardrossan, 23:2 in 

Johnstone and 22:4 in Stranraer, to 11:2 in Troon, 11:0 in St. 

Andrews, 10-9 in Dunoon and in Galashiels and 7:8 in Largs. In 

the landward areas of counties it ranged from 21:2 in Wietown, 19-9 

in Lanark, 19-8 in Ayr and 19-1 in West Lothian, to 13:2 in Argyll, 

12°4 in Zetland and in Berwick, 12-1 in Peebles and 10-2 in Bute. 

(Tables 4-6.) 

The monthly birth-rate ranged from 19-6 in May, 19-4 in April, 
| 18°8 in June and 18°5 in March, to 16-7 in December, 16°6 in Septem- 
ber, in October and in November. Compared with the previous year 
__ the increases in these rates are most marked in February, in March 
and in May, being 0°6 in each case, while there is a decline of 0:7 
in July and of 0-5 in April. (Table 34.) 

: The geographical variations of the birth-rates may be more 
accurately determined if measured according to the number of births 
per thousand women aged 15-44 years, as the proportion of the 
females of those ages to populatton varies considerably in the local 
areas. These rates are shown in Table C. So measured the rate is 

highest in the landward areas (79-1 per thousand), followed by that 

for the large burghs (73-1) and for the small burghs (68:4), the rate 
for the whole of Scotland being 74:0. Table 7 shows also the number 
of legitimate births per thousand married women aged under 45, the 
rate for Scotland being 152:4 per thousand. This index of the local 
variations of the legitimate birth-rate is preferable to the crude birth- 
rate. In the landward areas this rate was 158°6, in the large burghs 
1516 and in the small burehs 144-4. This latter standard modifies 
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considerably the relative position of many areas from that shown in 
the crude birth-rates of Table 4. Thus the highest rates in the 
counties in Table 7 (legitimate births per 1,000 married women) are 
187-0 in Ross and Cromarty and in Sutherland, 186°5 in Nairn, 183°9 
in Inverness (exclusive of Inverness burgh) and 182 Sita Caithness. 
With the exception of the rate for Nairn, in which the crude birth- 


rate is the same as for Scotland, and Caithness, in whieh i)/18 - 


0-1 above that for Scotland, in each of the counties named the 
crude birth-rate is decidedly below that for Scotland. Among the 
large burghs this rate was highest in Port Glasgow (201° 8 per 
Hicdeaddy: in Coatbridge (191:8), in Hamilton (186°3), in Airdrie 
(173-4) and in Stirling (170-6). These five burghs have also the five 
highest crude birth- rates, and in each series the - rates occur in almost 
Hie same order. In the counties the lowest rates are found in 
Peebles (119-3), in Berwick (109-4) and in Selkirk (105°5). In 1987 
these counties also showed the lowest birth-rates in this series. 
They also show the three lowest crude birth-rates for 1938, apart 
from the county of Bute (12:3). (Table 7.) 

The total number of women who gave birth to living children 
during the year was 87,563, of whom 86,502 or 98°79 per ton. gave 
birth - single Ecc, 1,058 or 1:21 per cent. to twin children and 
three to triplets. Thus, of the total number of mothers, 1,061 or 
1:21 per cent. gave birth to two or more children. This rate is 
fractionally above that recorded for the years 1934, 1936 and 1937 
(1:20); but with those exceptions is the lowest percentage of multiple 
births recorded for Scotland since 1906, when it was 1:18. As indi- 
cated in the Report for 1937, this percentage has since 1855 shown 
rather a remarkable and steady variation. Between 1855 and 1875 
the quinquennial average was invariably 1:20 or over, but from 1876 
to 1900 it was always below 1:20, and in only two individual years 
was it as high as 1:20. From 1901-20 the tendency was for the 
proportion of multiple births to increase, and in the five years 1916— 
20 the percentage was as high as 1:39, being 1:53 in the year 1919. 
Since then the tendency has been towards a diminution, and for the 
five years preceding 1938 the average was only 1:22. This average,

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therefore, which between 1855 and 1875 had a mean value of about 


1-22, declined during the following 25 years to a mean value of 1:15, 
while in the following thirty years it attained a mean value of 1°31. 
In 1930 the percentage was 1:37, but since then the general tendency 
has been to decline. (Tables 1 and 2.) 

Illegitimate Births.— These numbered 5,449 and constituted 6:15 
per cent. of the total births, being the same as in the previous year. 
This rate is without exception the lowest ever recorded in Scotland, 
being 0:06 less than in 1903, which was the previous minimum. 
This rate of 615 is 0-44 below the average for the five preceding 
years. In the large burghs this percentage was 54, in the small 
burghs 5-7 and in the county districts 78. Taken as the rate per 
thousand unmarried women and widows aged 15-44, this rate for - 
Scotland is 8-4, for the large burghs 7:3, for the small burghs 7:0 and 
for the landward areas 11:4. (Tables 1, 2, 4 and 7.) 


International Birth-rates.— Compared with the Scottish birth- 
rate of 17-7 per thousand, that of England and Wales is 26 lower, 
but that of Northern Ireland is 2°3 higher and that of Hire is 1:6 
higher. The accompanying table shows the birth-rates in 1938 for 
certain countries of the world. The greater portion of these and of 
the other international rates published in this Report have been 
kindly furnished by the Secretary-General of the International 
Statistical Institute.

MARRIAGES. 

Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1938 numbered 
38,747, which is 413 more than in the previous year. The marriage- 
rate is 7°76 per thousand, being 0-06 above that for the previous year 
and 0:27 above the average for the previous five years. Tor the fifth 
year in succession both the number and the rate are higher than in 
any year since the post-war years 1919-21. Apart from these years, 
the rate for the triennial period 1936-88 is higher than for any 
other triennial period in Scotland. The previous highest triennial 
average (apart from the post-war period, when it was 8-93) was 7:63 
per thousand (1872-74), but the average for 1936-88 is 7-70. During 
the three years following the War the marriage-rates were 9°14 in 
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1919, 9°61 in 1920 and 8-04 in 1921. The marriage-rate has never at 


any time since the institution of National Registration in Scotland 
in 1855 been less than 6 per thousand. (Tables 1 and 2.) 
The marriage-rate was highest in the aggregate of large burghs 


(9:08) and lowest in the landward districts (5-40), while in the smaller — 


burghs it was 760. (Table D.) The relative position of these three 
ageregates is in conformity with the experience of previous years. 
For individual geographical areas the rates are shown in Tables 4 to 
6. As already indicated, the numbers referring to marriages have 
not been corrected in any way for transfer to place of usual residence. 
The high rate in the large burghs is to some extent due to the 
tendency to resort to these areas for the purpose of celebrating 
marriages, especially irregular marriages. 


The monthly marriage-rate ranged from 11:7 in July, 10°6 in © 


June, 92 in December and 9:1 in September, to 5:4 in February, 5°3 
in March and 4:0 in May. Compared with the rates in the previous 
year, that for October is higher by 1:1 and that for April by 0:8, 
while the rate for March is less by 0-7 and that for November is less 
by 0-6. (Table 34.) 

Compared with the Scottish marriage-rate of 7-8 per thousand, 
that for England and Wales is 8:7, for Northern Ireland 6-7 and for 
Eire 5-1. Marriage-rates for various countries are given in the 
following table :—

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Divorce.— By decrees pronounced in Scotland during the year 
788 marriages were terminated, 783 by divorce and 5 by decrees of 
nullity. Of these, 702 affected marriages registered in Scotland and 
86 affected marriages registered elsewhere. The trend of these 
figures over the whole period of registration has been upwards, in- 
creasing steadily from an annual average of 17 in 1855-64 and 14 in 
1865-74 to one of 458 in 1915-24, with a maximum of 829 in 1919. 
For the ten years 1925-34 this average shows a small increase to 488, 
the number in 1938 being thus no fewer than 300 above that average. 
The number in 1938 is 139 more than in the previous year, and is the 
largest number recorded in any year with the single exception of 
1919, when (as indicated) the number was 829. (Table FE.) 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered during the year numbered 62,953, the annual 
rate per thousand population being 12°61. This rate is 1:24 below 
that for the previous year and 0-71 below the average for the pre- 
ceding five years, and is the lowest death-rate ever recorded for 
Scotland. Among males the death-rate was 13-22 per thousand and 
among females 12:04. Apart from slight annual variations, the 
general trend of the rate for both sexes since the early days of regis- 
tration has until very recent years been steadily downwards, death- 
rates of over 23 per thousand having been recorded in 1864 (a 
maximum of 23°58), in 1874 and in 1875. In 1934 the rate had 
declined to 12°92, which was the lowest rate recorded up to that year, 
but thereafter there was a certain definite increase in the rate. which 
in 1935 rose to 13-19, in 1936 to 13-44 and in 1937 to 13°85, the last 
named being the highest death-rate which has been recorded in 
Scotland since 1929. It is gratifying to note that a large decline in 
the death-rate took place in 1938, the rate being, as above indicated, 
only 12°61 per thousand. The high rate in the previous year was to 
a large extent accounted for by an excess of mortality in the first — 
quarter of the year when influenza was prevalent and the death-rate 
reached 18:0 per thousand. In 1938 the death-rate in the first 
quarter was 14-2, being 3-8 less than in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year, and the lowest death-rate ever recorded for the

Both in 1921 
and 1931 it was found that the population was on the aver age older 
by almost two years than at the preceding Census, and this increase 
appears to be continuing. The effect of differences in age and sex 
distribution may be eliminated by standardising the death-rates. 
By applying the ascertained death-rates for each sex at the various 
age-periods to a standard population, there is obtained a standard 
death-rate for both sexes at all ages, which represents the death-rate 
which would have resulted (at current death-rates) if the population 
had been distributed between the two sexes and in the age-groups 
in the same relative proportion as is found in the standard popula- 
tion. Such rates are appended according to two standard populations 
in common use—(a) based on that for England and Wales in 1901, 
and (b) based on a composite population totalling nearly 220 
millions, representing various countries of Europe (including the 
United Kingdom) according to the Census nearest to 1900, as selected 
by the International Statistical Institute. It will be understood that 
death-rates so standardised are of most value when they are based 
on a Census year or a group of years surrounding’a Census, and the 
following rates are subject to the qualification that all rates except 
those for 1931 are based on age estimates.

The eisaneic of Hngland and Wales in 1901 included a 
relatively small proportion “of infants and of old people, and this 
standard is therefore conducive to low standardised mortalities. 
It will be seen that in 1931 (as well as in years following) the 
death-rate by standard (b) was much nearer to the crude death- 
rate than that by standard (a). But whatever the standard, the 
results are broadly comparable with others in the same series 
over a number of years. Thus, while between 1931 and 1938 the 
crude death-rate in Scotland declined by 4:9 per cent., it declined by 
11-2 per cent. by standard (a) and by 10°6 per cent. by standard (b). 
The real decline in the death-rate was therefore more than twice as 
much as is indicated by the crude death-rate. 

Comparison of the mortality-rates in the three large ageregates 
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of districts shows a direct relationship to urbanisation. When the 
crude death-rate, i.e., the rate shown only as ‘‘ corrected for trans- 
fer ’’ to place of usual residence, is taken as a standard for com- 
parison this association is not so apparent, but when these rates are 
standardised for differences in age and sex constitution from. the 
population of Scotland in 1931 the excess mortality in urban as 
compared with rural areas is marked. In the landward areas the 
standardised rate was 11°21 per thousand, in the small burghs it was 
11-91 and in the large burghs it was 13-70. Compared with the 
previous year the death-rate in the landward areas was 1°15 less, in 
the small burghs 1-04 less and in the large burghs 1:38 less. The 
proportionate decline was therefore least in ‘the small burghs. 
(Table F.) 


LOCAL DEATH-RATES. 


In the counties, inclusive of burghs, the highest death-rates 
(standardised for age and sex as indicated) were found in Lanark 
(14:5), in Kinross (13°6), in West Lothian (13-0) and in Angus (12:9), 
and the lowest in Banff and in Zetland (10-7), in Inverness (10:5), 
in Caithness and in Orkney (9-8) and in Peebles (9:0). In the large 
burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 15-0 in Glasgow, 
14°8 in Coatbridge and 13:8 in Kalmarriock, in Rutherglen and in 
Greenock, to 12:1 in Aberdeen, 11:8 in Per th, 11-7 in Stirling and 
in Dunfermline and 11°6 in Falkirk. In small burghs with popula. 
tions of 5,000 and over this rate ranged from 19-7 in Armadale, 14-7 
in Kilwinning, 14-6 in Bathgate, 14-4 in Buckhaven and Methil and 
14:1 in Dalkeith, to 10-0 in “Crieff, 9°6 in Lochgelly, 8-1 in Peebles 
and 6:4 in Cupar. In the landward areas of counties it ranged from 
13°2 in Kinross, 12°8 in Lanark, 12°5 in Berwick and 12:4 in West 
Lothian, to 9°6 in Orkney, 9-1 in ‘Peebles and 8:8 in Selkirk. (Tables 
4. to 6.)

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December and 13-4 in February and in March, to 11-1 in September, 
11-0 in July and 10-8 in August. Compared with the previous year 
there is a marked decline in “the death-rates in the first four months 
of the year, this decline amounting to 4-9 in January, to 3:9 in 
February, to 2°8 in March and to 1:3 in April. (As already stated, 
the death-rate in the early months of 1937 was considerably above 
the average.) The death-rate in December was also lower by 2°1 
than in December 1937 and that in November was 1:6 lower. The 
rates in other months of the year showed only minor changes. 
(Table 34.) 

The following table eives the crude death-rates of various 
countries, and while these rates give a general indication of the 
mortality in these countries they are not standardised in any way for 
the differences in the age and sex distribution of the population con- 
cerned. Compared with the Scottish death-rate of 12°6 per thousand, 
that for England and Wales is 11:6, for Northern Ireland 13:7 and 
for Hire 13:6. Rates for various countries are included in the

Age and Sex.—The death-rates in separate age and sex groups 
show generally the differences usually found, namely higher male 
than female mortality at each age period, and the characteristic 
increase of the mortality rates with age after the period of childhood 
has been passed. ‘Table G (1) shows the population estimates by age

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periods on which the rates for 1938 have been calculated, those 
estimates being based on the numbers found at the Census of 1931, 
with a deduction for the deaths at each age registered since that year 
and an allowance at each age period for migration. In Table G (2) 
there are shown for each sex the death- rates 1 in each age group which 
have been recorded for each quinquennial period from 1911-15 to 
1931-385, together with the rates for each imdividual year since 1931. 
From this table, therefore, there may be seen the measure of im- 
provement in each age group during a period of more than 25 years. 
Apart from the final age group, for which comparative rates are not 
available for the entire series, mortality throughout this period has 
fallen in each separate group. ‘This change is specially marked 
among children aged between 1 to 5 years, at which age the mortality 
in 1938 was little more than a third of the corresponding death-rate 
in 1911-15. The improvement in the rate diminishes generally with 
| advancing age, the rates at the highest ages showing only a com- 
paratively small decline. Comparing the 1938 death-rates at each age 
with those for the previous year, a decline is found in every age 
group, with the single exception of the female death-rate from 5 to 9, 
which is the same as in the previous year, and the female death-rate 
for 10 to 14, which is 0-1 higher than in the previous year. Apart 
from extreme ages, the relative decline in the death-rate is fairly 
evenly spread over the various age periods. In Table 19 there will 
| be found the death-rates (both sexes combined) for each age period

The rate for both sexes is 10-1 below the average for #) 
the five preceding years. Up to and including 1915 this rate was | 
invariably over 100, but since that year it has exceeded that figure 
on only three occasions. Apart from comparatively small year-to- — 
year variations the tendency has been fairly steadily downwards 
since the beginning of the century, although the rates for 1936 and 
1937 were both higher than for the two years immediately preceding. 
In 1938, however, as indicated, there was a marked fall in this rate, 
which in that year reached the lowest level ever recorded in Scotland. 
The preceding smallest was 76°8 in 1935, although a rate as low as 
78-9 was recorded as far back as 1923. But the decline now recorded 
is the greatest for any single year in the past fifteen years. As 18 
usually the case the rate was highest in the large burghs, where it 
was 77, that for the small burghs being 63 and for the landward areas 
59. Compared with the previous year this rate 1s less by 13 in the 
large burghs, by 6 in the small burghs and by 7 in the landward 
areas. The fall has therefore been most marked in the case of the 
large burghs. In the individual large burghs the rate ranged from 
91 m Arbroath, 89 in Airdrie, 87 in Glasgow and in Dumfries and 84 
in Coatbridge, to 58 in Perth, 55 in Rutherglen, 54 in Kirkcaldy and 
49 in Falkirk. In Glasgow the rate fell from 104 in 1937 to 87 in 
1938. In the counties, exclusive of large burghs, the rate ranged 
from 81 in Kinross, 74 in Ayr, 70 in Wigtown and 69 in Dumfries 
and in Lanark, to 38 in Roxburgh, 34 in Bute, 32 in Zetland and 21 
in Peebles.

Centenarians.—Only 7 deaths of reputed centenarians were 
registered during 1938, one being of a male and six of females, and 
of these the age was verified as being at least LOO years in three 
cases, proof being lacking in the other four. The three females 
whose ages were verified were aged 100, 101 and 106 years respec- 
tively, the last deceased being aged 106 years and 288 days. With 
two exceptions this is the greatest age ever verified since 1910, when 
this series of investigations was commenced. Since that year 395 
such deaths have been registered, 65 being of males and 330 of 
females. The age has been ver ified as being at least 100 years in 208 
instances, in 73 cases the evidence was ridin against the claim, 
while in 114 cases no satisfactory evidence of age could be obtained. 
The proportion of ages verified as being at least 100 years has in- 
creased steadily and has exceeded 60 per cent. in the last ten years. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Certified Deaths.—Of the 62,953 deaths registered in 1938, 
62,772 or 99°7 per cent. were certified as to cause of death by a 
registered medical practitioner or by Procurator-Fiscal’s report and 
181 or 03 per cent. were uncertified. The latter number is the 
lowest on record, being 18 less than in 1937, which was the smallest 
number recorded up to that date. It is in marked contrast to the 
figure prevailing fifty years ago, when the average number of un- 
certified deaths was over 6,000. Of the 181 cases, 69 were registered 
in Ross and Cromarty and 77 in Inverness County. (Table H and 
page 2.) 

The cause of death was specified i in 61,962 cases, or 98°4 per cent. 
of the total deaths, while in 991 or 1°6 per cent. it was either ill- 
defined or not specified. Of the latter, 971 were attributed to sudden 
death, syncope, heart failure or other ill-defined cause, while in 20 
cases the cause was unspecified. | 

Principal Epidemic Diseases. — Deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases (Nos. 1--18 of the International List) number 
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2,043, as compared with 4,468 in the previous year. The death-rate 
is 41 per 100,000 against 90 in the previous year. The com- 
paratively high death-rate for 1937 was principally due to an 
epidemic of influenza in the early months of the year and was the 
highest since 1929, but the rate for the year under review 1s the 
smallest which has ever been recorded in Scotland. ‘he most im- 
portant cause of death in this group in 1938 was measles, to which 
549 deaths were classified, the equivalent annual death-rate being 11 
per 100,000. The very great majority of these deaths occurred in the 
first five months of the year. Compared with the five years’ average 
this number is 165 more and the rate per 100,000 is 8 more. Next to 
measles the most important cause of death was diphtheria, which 
was responsible for 430 deaths, the death-rate being 9 per 100,000. 
Compared with the five years’ average the number is 23 less, while 
the rate is the same. Deaths from influenza numbered 396 and were 
equal to an annual death-rate of 8 per 100,000. This number is 
2,297 less than in the previous year and was the smallest number 
registered in any year since 1920. Deaths from whooping-cough 
numbered 219, the equivalent annual death-rate being 4 per 100,000. 
This number is 349 less than the five years’ average and the rate is 
7 less. It is the smallest number of deaths from whooping-cough 
ever registered in any year in Scotland. Deaths from cerebro-spinal 
fever numbered 106, the rate being 2 per 100,000. Those deaths are 
38 fewer than in the previous year and 45 fewer than the five years’ 
average. The number is the smallest since 1925. Apart from 1937, 
when they showed an increase, deaths from cerebro-spinal fever 
have shown a practically continuous decline since 1931, when they 
numbered 290. Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 98, the rate 
being 2 per 100,000. This is the smallest number of deaths from 
scarlet fever registered in Scotland in any year. The previous lowest 
figure was 109 in 1929. Deaths from typhoid fever numbered 23 and 
from paratyphoid fevers 4. The combined number is 3 less than the 
five years’ average. Other diseases in the epidemic group include 
87 from lethargic encephalitis (2 more than in the previous year),

certified as due to lethargic encephalitis the original attack took place

Deaths from syphilis numbered 73 and from other venereal dis- 
eases 12. The “‘ other infectious diseases ’’ referred to on page 7 
will be found in detail in Table J. They include 7 deaths from pink 
disease, 5 from spirochetosis ictero-hemorrhagica, 2 from undulant 
_ fever, and 1 each from chickenpox, vaccinia, rubella and mumps. 



















Tuberculosis—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, exclusive 
of those associated with influenza, numbered 3,432 and are 231 
fewer than in 1937. The equivalent annual death-rate is 69 per 
100,000, being the lowest rate ever recorded in Scotland. The death- 
rate from tuberculosis has declined rapidly in recent times, the rate 
in the period 1866-70 having been as high as 382, but during the 
four years 1934-37 this rate showed little change, being 75 in 1934 
» and 74 in 1935, in 1936 and in 1937. There has therefore been an 
appreciable decline in 1938. The death-rate from tuberculosis of the 
_ respiratory system was 52 per 100,000 as against 56 in the previous 
year, while the rate from other forms of tuberculosis was 17 as 
- against 18. 
| Mortality from all forms of tuberculosis was highest in the large 
burghs (86 per 100,000), while in the small burghs it was 50 and in 
the landward areas it was 47. Compared with the previous year 
- the rate in the large burghs has declined by 3, in the small burghs 
_ by 5 and in the landward areas by 8. In the individual large burghs 
this rate ranged from 111 in Port Glasgow, 109 in Glasgow and in

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Greenock, 91 in Coatbridge and 88 in Arbroath, to 47 in Inverness, 
39 in Perth, 26 in Kirkcaldy and 25 in Airdrie. In Edinburgh it 
was 77. _ In the counties, exclusive of large burghs, this rate ranged 
from 99 in Zetland, 88 in Ross and Cromarty, 65. in Argyll and 61 in 
East Lothian, to 33 in Clackmannan, 30 in Berwick and in Kin- 
cardine, 27 in Wigtown and 24 in Nairn. 

Mortality from tuberculosis, as already indicated, has been 
steadily declining for many years past, both absolutely and relatively. 
Thirty years ago (1901-1905) the pulmonary and non-pulmonary 
forms of the disease accounted for approximately 85 and 4°3 per 
cent. respectively of the total male deaths, whereas now the corres- 
ponding proportions are 4:4 and 1-4 per cent. Among females a 
similar trend is manifest. Formerly 8-7 per cent. of all female 
deaths were from pulmonary forms of tuberculosis and 3-9 per cent. 
from non-pulmonary, but these proportions have now fallen to 38 
and 1:3 respectively. A special report on the decline of the death-_ 
rate from tuberculosis was included in the Annual Report for 1935. 


Malignant Disease —Deaths from this group of causes numbered 
8,072 and are equal to a death-rate of 162 per 100,000. Compared 
with the previous year the deaths are more by 262 and the rate is 
more by 5, while the rate is 6 above the average for the five preceding 
years. What has already been said (see page xviil) about the effect 
on the general death-rate of the ageing of the population applies in 
an even more marked degree to the death-rate from cancer, which is 
essentially a disease of the more advancd ages. If allowance is made 
for the altered age incidence since 1931 it is found that even this 
death-rate, which is 14 per thousand above that recorded in 1931, 
differs but little from the rate for that year, when standardised to the 
age distribution of the population of Scotland in that year, the rate 
so standardised being 151. The crude death-rates and the standard- 
ised rates are as follows :— 2

The most frequent sites among males were the digestive system 
(stomach, intestine, rectum, liver and cesophagus), the genito- 
urinary system, the respiratory system, and the buccal eavity 
(mouth, tongue, &c.). Among females the sites affected, in order of 
numerical importance, were the digestive system, breast and 
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genitalia. Compared with the previous year increases are noted in 
male deaths from cancer of the digestive system and of the genito- 
urinary system, and among females in deaths from cancer of the 
digestive system, of the respiratory system and of the breast. (T'able 
28.) | | 

Comparing deaths from cancer with the average for the ten years 
1921-80 it is found that for all sites combined there is a general 1n- 
crease of almost 25 per cent. This rate of increase is greatly ex- 
ceeded in the case of cancer of the respiratory organs, in which 
the number has more than doubled, while deaths from cancer of the 
breast and of the male genito-urinary organs also show increases 
considerably above the average rate of increase. On the other hand 
deaths from cancer of the uterus have never in any single year since 
1931 reached the average number for 1921-30 (490), although in the 
most recent years they have been tending to increase towards that 
average. Deaths from cancer of the buccal cavity are also below the 
1921-80 average (421), having failed to reach that average in any 
single year since 1931, when they were slightly in excess of the 
average. 

Diabetes.—Deaths from this cause numbered 859, being 8 fewer 
than in the previous vear. Male deaths numbered 287 and female 
572. ‘The death-rate, 17 per 100,000, is the same as in the previous 
year. In 1925 deaths from diabetes numbered 457, which was 
lower than for the years immediately preceding, but since that year 
the number has steadily increased. The only years in which a 
decrease has been noted were in 1930, in 1935 and in 1988, the year 
now under review. Compared with the average for the past five 
years deaths from diabetes numbered 81 more. Of this increase 32 
occurred among males and 49 among females. A detailed examina- 
tion of the trend of mortality from this cause was given in an 
Appendix to the Annual Report in 1931. It was then found that at 
that date any improvement was greater among males than among 
females, that there was a definite improvement in the younger ages, 
but that in later life mortality had increased. In 1938, compared 
with the previous year, male deaths increased by 7 while female 
deaths decreased by 15. 


Other General Diseases.—In addition to the foregoing diseases 
there were 227 from rheumatic fever, being 1 more than in the pre- 
vious year, 138 from chronic rheumatism (2 more than in the pre- 
vious year), and 316 from anemia, of which 259 were attributed to 
pernicious anemia. ‘The deaths from all forms of anemia were 4 
more than in the previous year, those from pernicious anaemia being 
6 more. Deaths from diseases of the thyroid and parathyroid num- 
bered 175, being 15 fewer than in the previous year, and those from 
leukemia and aleukeemia numbered 190, being 13 more than in the 
previous year. Deaths from pernicious anemia were more fully 
dealt with in an Appendix to the Report in 1931. The diseases 
summarised under No. 69 on page 9 are shown in detail in Table J. 
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Diseases of the Nervous System.—Deaths from this group of 
diseases nurabered 7,772 and are 227 fewer than in the previous year. 
They include 65 from cerebral abscess and other inflammation of the 
brain and 189 from meningitis (other than tuberculous or cerebro- 
spinal), each of these numbers being slightly more than in the 
previous year. Deaths from general paralysis of the insane number 
117, being 23 more than in the previous year. Deaths in the 
previous year, however, were exceptionally few, that number (94) 
having been the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. Deaths from 
locomotor-ataxy number 52, being 4 fewer than in the previous year. 
These deaths have on the whole shown a declining tendency for the 
past ten years. Deaths from cerebral hemorrhage; apoplexy, throm- 
bosis and softening numbered 5,916, or 102 fewer than in the pre- 
vious year, while those from hemiplegia and other or unspecified 
forms of paralysis numbered 338, or 55 fewer than in the previous 
year. Deaths certified as due to hemiplegia and unspecified forms of 
paralysis have shown a tendency to decline during the past ten years, 
being less than half of the number so described in 1928. (Page 11.) 


Diseases of the Circulatory System.—Deatlis from this group of 
diseases numbered 15,438, being 294 fewer than in the previous year. 
Of them, 14,115 were attributed to heart disease, 741 to arterio- 
sclerosis, 203 to gangrene, 133 to aneurysm, 98 to other diseases of 
the arteries and 56 to diseases of the veins. In the Report for 1937 
the increase in the number of deaths certified as due to heart disease 
was commented upon. It was pointed out that in eleven years (1925 
to 1936) they had increased from 7,375 to 13,698, and an increase of 
662 compared with the previcus year was noted in that Report. The 
numbers for 1938, as indicated, are however fewer than in that year 
by 245. Deaths from myocarditis, other than acute, have practically 
doubled since 1931. Special mention was made in the Report for 1937 
of the increase in the number of deaths from diseases of the coronary 
arteries (including angina pectoris), and it is found that these deaths 
continue to increase, numbering 1946 in 1938, as against 1756 in 
1937 and 1584 in 1936. These increases may be partly due to more 
exact diagnosis. Male deaths from this cause are almost twice as 
many as female, and this excess of male deaths is specially marked 
at ages between 40 and 60. (Table 23 and page 13.) 


Diseases of the Respiratory System.—Deaths from these causes 
(excluding those associated with influenza and with tuberculosis) 
numbered 7,074, being 2,013 fewer than in the previous year. Of 
them, 2,462 were attributed to bronchitis, 3,832 to pneumonia (of 
which 1,188 were certified as due to lobar pneumonia), 135 to 
pleurisy, 19 to diseases of the nose and 30 to diseases of the larynx, 
while 596 were ascribed to other diseases of the respiratory system, 
of which 317 were due to congestion of the lungs. In all of the most 
important individual causes in this group there were considerable 
decreases as compared with the numbers for the previous year, while 
for the order as a whole the number of deaths was lower than in any 
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previous year. Deaths from bronchitis are fewer than in the previous 
year by 811, those from pneumonia by 1,026, those from pleurisy by 
27 and those from congestion of the lungs by 61. If to the deaths 
from bronchitis and from pneumonia there are added those in which 
influenza was specified as leading to the respiratory condition named, 
it is found that the death-rate from bronchitis was 50 per 100,000, 
being 23 less than in the previous year and 18 below the average for 
the preceding five years. In the case of pneumonia the corres- 
ponding death-rate was 80 per 100,000, being 43 below that for the 
previous year and 28 below the five years’ average. In the case of 
bronchitis this death-rate is the lowest on record for Scotland, while 
in the case of pneumonia it is the lowest since 1872. The rate for 
the deaths from pneumonia was then 78 per 100,000, but it is pro- 
bable that at that date many deaths, really due to pneumonia, 
may have been certified as from bronchitis. The low death-rates 
from diseases of the respiratory system are largely due to the ex- 
ceptionally low rates in the first quarter of the year, when the mean 
temperature was well above the average, particularly in the month 
of March. (Table 26 and page 14.) 


Diseases of the Digestive System.—The total number of deaths 
ascribed to this group of diseases, apart from malignant disease and 
tuberculosis, was 3,660, being 121 fewer than in 1937. Deaths from 
gastric and duodenal ulcer numbered 688 as against 694 in the 
previous year. These numbers are considerably higher than those 
returned for several years prior to 1937. Those from diarrhea and 
enteritis at all ages numbered 920 as compared with 1,013 in the 
previous year. As is usually the case the number of deaths from 
diarrhcea was most marked in the summer months, but this summer 
excess was not so great as is generally the case, the deaths in the 
later summer months, when the excess is usually most pronounced, 
being actually fewer than in May and June. Of the total number of 
these deaths 360 occurred in Glasgow. Deaths from ulceration of 
the intestines numbered 61, being the same as in the previous year, 
and those from appendicitis numbered 430, being 22 fewer than in 
the previous year. Deaths from all diseases of the liver numbered 599 
as compared with 584 in the previous year. They include 203 from 
cirrhosis of the liver, 123 from gallstones and 204 from cholecystitis, 
there being in each case a slight increase as compared with 1937. 
(Page 16.) 


Diseases of the Genito-Urinary System. — These collectively 
numbered 2,737 and are 184 fewer than in 1937. This is the 
smallest number of deaths from this group since 1933, when they 
numbered 2,629. Deaths from diseases of the kidney numbered 
1,946, a decrease as compared with the previous year of 125, from 
urinary calculus and conditions affecting the bladder and urethra 
238, a decrease of 20, from diseases of the male reproductive organs 
467, a decrease of 48, and from diseases of the female reproductive 
organs 86, an increase of 9. (Page 18.) 
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Diseases of Pregnancy and Childbirth. — These collectively 
numbered 432 and are 8 more than in the previous year, which was 
the smallest number recorded for many years. Deaths from 
puerperal (including post-abortive) sepsis numbered 150, being 6 
more than in the previous year. Those from puerperal albuminuria 
and convulsions numbered 68, being 3 fewer than in the previous 
year. Those from puerperal hemorrhage numbered 7, being 14 
more than in-the previous year. Those from abortion not returned 
as septic numbered 18, being the same as in the previous year, 
while those from phlegmasia alba dolens or embolism num- 
bered 33, being 1 fewer than in the previous year. Apart from 
the increase in deaths from hemorrhage, there is therefore little 
change to record as compared with the numbers shown for 1937. 
Deaths from all puerperal causes are equal to a death-rate of 
4-9 per thousand births, the rate for sepsis alone being 1-7 and 
for other puerperal conditions 3-2. In the previous year these 
three rates were 4:8, 1:6 and 3:2 respectively. For the second year 
in succession the death-rate from puerperal sepsis has been consider- 
ably lower than for the years immediately preceding. From 1928 
to 1936 inclusive this rate ranged between 2°2 and 2°7, but in 1937 
it fell to 1:64 and in 1938 it was 1:69. In the large burghs the rate 
from all puerperal causes was 5:2, in the small burghs 4:7 and in the 
landward districts 4:2. These rates differ but little from those for

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the previous year. From puerperal sepsis alone the rates for the 
three groups were respectively 2:0, 1:2 and 1:3. Deaths from septic 
and from non-septic conditions are shown for each Public Health 
District in Table 27. As is usually the case these rates show 
considerable variations, which are not necessarily statistically 
significant, owing to the small numbers involved. (Table 27 and 
page 19.) | 

In addition to the deaths assigned to puerperal conditions, there 
were 96 deaths associated with pregnancy and parturition but 
which were not so classified. These are shown in Table K (1). In 
1937 these deaths numbered 142. The total number of deaths in 
which pregnancy or parturition occurred was considerably less than 
in 1937, numbering 528 as against 566. This decline is entirely 
due to a decline in the number of these deaths which were certified 
as due to some disease of the respiratory system, including pneu- 
monia. In 1937 such deaths numbered 46 and in 1938 they numbered 
only 9. Included in this supplementary list for 1938 are 13 deaths 
from tuberculosis, 9 from the principal epidemic diseases, 4 from 
cancer, 10 from diseases of the digestive system and 7 from diseases 
of the genito-urinary system. In 1937 those from the epidemic 
group numbered 28, of which 25 were certified as due to influenza. 
It must be borne in mind that this supplementary table includes 
all cases in which the certifier stated that the death had occurred 
during pregnancy or within four weeks thereafter, but in the creat 
majority of these cases the puerperal condition was not actually 
specified as even a contributory cause of death.

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The additional information now available under the Population 
(Statistics) Act (see Appendix VI) makes it possible to calculate 
the maternal mortality according to the age of the mother, and such 
mortality rates by quinquennial age groups are shown in Table K (2) 
for deaths from all puerperal causes, from puerperal sepsis, and from 
other puerperal causes. It is assumed that the ages of mothers are 
distributed for the entire year in the same proportion as has been 
ascertained for the last six months of 1988. The rates apply to all 
mothers, married and unmarried, without distinction. As will be 
observed they are at a minimum for all puerperal causes at age 
period 20-24, and thereafter they rise consistently with increasing 
age of mother, the mortality at age period 40-44 being four times 
as high as at 20-24. The relationship between the mortality at 
these two age periods applies equally to the two main component 
parts of the rate, that from puerperal sepsis and from other puerperal 
causes. The mortality at age period 15-19 is rather higher than 
the rate at 20-24, and this is specially marked in the case of the 
rate from puerperal sepsis. | 

The number of maternal deaths registered in 1938 does not justify 
more detailed calculation of death-rates by age periods, but the 
deaths for 1934-38 inclusive have been summed, and corresponding 
rates of mortality for these years are also shown in the Table, it 
being assumed, as in the case of the deaths for 1938, that the age 
distribution of mothers was the same as that ascertained in the last 
six months of 1938. Rates have been calculated for the chief 
individual causes or groups of causes. The general tendency for 
increase of mortality with advancing age of mother after the 
minimum at ages of 20-24 years is seen in most of the groups, 
exceptions being provided by each sub-division of the puerperal 
hemorrhage group, by phlegmasia alba dolens, and by “‘ other 
accidents of childbirth,’’ in all of which the minimum death-rate 
is in the age group under 20. In the case of puerperal albuminuria 
the mortality is at a minimum between 25 and 35. In each heading 
there is no interruption of the general increase of mortality after 
the earliest years of reproductive life. In considering the rates 
shown in that part of the 'Table which refers to 1934-88 it must be 
remembered that the rates of mortality in that period were appreci- 
ably higher than those shown for 1938. It should also be pointed 
out that the large excess of the death-rate in 1938 from puerperal 
sepsis at age under 20 as compared with that at age group 20-24 is 
not so marked in the case of the five-yearly period, in which the 
death-rate from this cause was considerably higher in age group 
20-24 than it was in 1938. 


Diseases of the Skin and Cellular Tissue.—These numbered 243 
as compared with 332 in the previous year. In this group the decline 
is most marked in deaths from cellulitis or acute abscess, which 
number 139 as against 200 in 1937. Deaths from carbuncle or 
boil number 39 as against 62. (Page 20.) | 
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Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion.—These account for 108 
deaths and are 20 fewer than in the previous year. Of them, 58 
were ascribed as acute infective osteomyelitis and 32 to diseases of 
the joints. (Page 20.) 


Malformations.—'T'o this group there were assigned 594 deaths 
as compared with 615 in the previous year. In the Report for 1937 
attention was drawn to the tendency towards an increase in the 
deaths classified to this group, especially in very recent years. In 
the year now under review there is a small decrease. Usually male 
deaths are in considerable excess of female, but in 1938 the excess 
was slight (801 as against 293). Of the total number, 57 were 
attributed to congenital hydrocephalus, being 12 fewer than in the 
previous year, 175 to spina bifida or meningocele (13 more), 188 to 
congenital heart disease (17 fewer) and 174 to other congenital 
defects (5 fewer). The majority (538) of deaths from malformations 
occurred in the first year of life. (Table L.) 


Diseases of Early Infancy.—Deaths from these causes collec- 
tively numbered 2,550 and are 244 fewer than in the previous year. 
Of them, 595 were ascribed to congenital debility, 1,369 to pre- 
mature birth, 306 to injury at birth, and 280 to other diseases peculiar 
to early infancy. Deaths from injury at birth numbered 306, as 
compared with 263 in 1937 and 216 in 1936. Deaths ascribed to 
this cause have increased very rapidly in recent years. In the years 
1921-24 they never exceeded 100, numbering only 25 in 1921. From 
1925-34 they numbered between 100 and 200, whilst from 1935-37 
they exceeded 200 in each year, and the number now exceeds 300. 
(Page 21.) 


Senility.— Deaths assigned to senility numbered 2,304, being 
190 fewer than in the previous year. (Page 21.) 


Violence.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,878 and are 142 
fewer than in the previous year. Although this number is less than 
in 1937 it is greater than in any other year since 1930. Of these 
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‘deaths 1,949 were of males and 929 of females. Deaths attributed 
‘to suicide numbered 460, an increase of 7 compared with the previous 
year, to homicide. 25, an increase of 7, to war injuries 14, an increase 
of 8, and to accidental causes 2,379, a decrease of 164. The number 
of deaths from suicide, although slightly greater than in 1937, is with 
that exception the lowest number recorded from that cause since 
1926. Of the 460 suicidal deaths, 279 were by poisoning, of which 
202 were by coal gas and 58 by lysol and allied preparations. Deaths 
from suicidal coal gas poisoning show an increase of 44 and those 
from lysol an increase of 9. Suicidal deaths from cuts and stabs 
number 46, from drowning 48, a decrease of 28, from eunshot 
wounds 26, and from hanging 44, a decrease of 9. Apart from the 
differences noted the deaths from the various forms show no great 
change compared with the numbers for 1937. Suicidal deaths from 
poisoning other than as specified above numbered 19, including 2 
from the barbiturate group (medinal, &c.) (Tables 29 and 30 and 
page 21.) 

Of the accidental deaths, 212 were attributed to burns and 12 to 
conflagration, 291 to drowning, 53 to gaseous poisoning, of which 
37 were by coal gas, 11 to other acute accidental poisoning, 108 to 
suffocation, 2 to food poisoning, 5 to injuries by firearms, 20 to 
weather agencies and 9 to electricity (lightning excepted). Deaths 
from accidental drowning are 30 fewer than in the previous year (the 
early part of which was of an exceptionally stormy character with 
consequent loss of life at sea) but are more than in any other year 
since 1933. Deaths from accidental burning continue to show a 
fairly steady decline, being 45 fewer than in 1937. In the years 
from 1921-25 deaths from accidental burns exceeded 300 in each year, 
but they have been fewer than 250 in four recent years. A consider- 
able proportion of these deaths occurred under the age of 5, this 
proportion being rather higher in the case of boys than of girls. In 
addition to the deaths from accidental poisoning there were 161 
others in which death occurred during or after administration of an 
anesthetic for therapeutic purposes, and in which the anesthetic 
may or may not have been a contributory cause. In 20 of these cases 
the anesthetic specified was chloroform, in 17 it was ether, in 16 
it was chloroform and ether, and in 21 it was ethyl chloride and 
ether. The total number of cases in which chloroform was included 
in the specification of the anesthetic used was 38. In 93 cases ether 
was so specified, and in 50 nitrous oxide was included, being used 
alone in 12 cases and in 35 in combination with ether alone. The full 
list of the anesthetics used and also of the poisons in the suicidal and 
accidental deaths will be found in Table 30. 

In recent Reports attention has been drawn to alterations in the 
number of deaths certified as occurring during or after the adminis- 
tration of various anesthetics. For example, cases in which 
chloroform alone was specified as the anesthetic used declined from 
55) in 1931 to 14 in 1936. In 1938 they numbered 20. Those in 
which ether alone was specified increased from 12 in 1931 to 35 in 
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1936, but have now declined to 17. The number in which nitrous 
oxide alone was specified has remained fairly constant, ranging from 
18 in 1932 and in 1933 to 12 in 1934, in 19386 and in 1938, but it 
has been increasingly specified in combination with some other 
anesthetic, the numbers from such combinations having increased 
from 4 cases in 1931 to 88 in 1938. Taking all the cases in which any 
of these three anesthetics was used, alone or in combination, it was 
found that deaths in which chloroform was named have declined 
from 87 in 1931 to 38 in 1938, that those in which ether was named 
have increased from 51 in 1931 to 93 in 1938, and that those in which 
nitrous oxide was named have increased from 19 in 1931 to 50 in 1938. 

Deaths due to accidents in coal and other mines and quarries 
numbered 137, being 17 more than in the previous year, to accidents 
with machinery 17, being 16 fewer than in the previous year, and to 
railway accidents 106, being 8 fewer than in the previous year. 
Deaths from accidents in connection with all forms of road transport 
numbered 668, being 25 fewer than in 1987. These included 593 in 
connection with motor and other forms of mechanical transport, a 
decrease of 15, while accidents with horse-drawn vehicles numbered 
8, a decrease of 8, accidents with tramways 22, an increase of 2, and 
accidents with other or unspecified vehicles 45, a decrease of 4. 
Deaths from causes connected with aircraft numbered 8, as against 
16 in the previous year. (Table M.)

Motor Accidents.—Of the 593 deaths from motor accidents, 454 
were of males and 139 of females. While this excess of male deaths 
occurred at every age period, it is specially marked between the ages 
of 10 and 35, in which male deaths numbered 176 as against 28 
female. It was also very high between the ages of 1 and 5 and 
between 35 and 65, but the excess was less than 50 per cent. between 
the ages of 5 and 10. The accompanying Table N has been prepared 
to show the number of accidents in connection with motors and 
horse-drawn. vehicles respectively since 1911. It will be seen that 
deaths from motor accidents increased to a maximum of 747 in 1930. — 
From 1931 to 1934 the number was fairly steady and almost 100 per 
annum fewer. In 19385 it declined to 555, but in 1936 it increased 
very slightly to 564, while in 1987 it further increased to 608, and 
now it shows a slight reduction to 593. Deaths from accidents with 
horse-drawn vehicles have shown a marked decline, the annual 
average for 1911-20 being 49 compared with’ only 18°5 in 1921-30, 
and as already indicated the number for 1938 was only 8. 


Relative Frequency of Causes of Death.—'T'able O shows in order 
of frequency the causes of death to which were ascribed at least 
1 per cent. of all deaths during 1938, together with the corresponding 
figures for the preceding year. The list includes 48,486 deaths or 
77-0 per cent. of the total registered during the year. As is usually 
the case, the four most frequent causes were heart disease, malignant 
tumours, cerebral hemorrhage and allied conditions, and pneumonia. 
Compared with the previous year deaths from heart disease increased 
from 20:3 per cent. of the total to 22-4, those from malignant 
tumours from 11:3 per cent. to 12°8, and those from cerebral 
hemorrhage and allied conditions from 9:3 to 9-9. The leading 
feature of this table is the decline in the proportion of deaths from 
respiratory conditions, i.e., the percentage from pneumonia has 
declined from 7:0 per cent. to 6:1, and that from bronchitis from 
4-7 per cent. to 39. The percentage from tuberculosis (all forms) 
has risen from 5°3 to 5-45 and that from violence from 4:4 to 46. 
Other changes are relatively unimportant. Since 1921 the leading

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feature in this table has been the steady increase in the proportion 
of deaths from heart disease. In 1921-30 deaths from heart disease 
accounted for 11:5 per cent. of the total deaths. In 1937 this 
percentage had increased to 20°8 and in 1938 it amounted to 22-4, 


Infant Deaths—The most important causes of death under one 
year of age were congenital causes, all forms of pneumonia, 
diarrhea, bronchitis, measles, convulsions and whooping-cough. 
Deaths from these and other causes at the various stages of life under 
one year will be found in Table 31. From this table it will be 
observed that of the 6,163 children who died before completing their 
first year, 1,028 did not survive one day, 1,127 others did not survive 
one week, and 949 others did not survive one month. ‘Table P (1) 
shows the proportions who died at these ages in recent years. It 
will be observed that at ages under one month the improvement 
since 1922 was comparatively slight up to 1937. The figures for 
1938 show a fair measure of reduction, although in the case of 
the female children aged under one week there was little change. 
Between one month and three months progress is also relatively 
slow, although more marked in 1988. Between three months and 
six months the rates since 1931 have shown an improvement as 
compared with those for the preceding decade, and here again the 
decrease in mortality is more marked in 1938. ‘The greatest improve- 
ment of all occurs in the mortality among children between six 
months and twelve months, in which case the decline has been more 
steady, and the rate is, in 1938, only half of that for the four years 
ending 1925. In Table 32 will be found the months of the year in 
which these infant deaths occurred. The numbers ranged from 699 
in January and 626 in December to 411 in August and 405 in 
September. ‘The range is somewhat less than was observed in 
1937. In the case of deaths from respiratory diseases this range 
was from 222 in January and 208 in December to 53 in July and 48 
in August. In the case of deaths from diarrhoea the range was from

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75 in June and 71 in May to 38 in March and 34 in February. 
Attention has already been drawn to the unusually-early period: of 
1938 at which this maximum from diarrhoea occurred. Table 33 
shows for each Public Health District the distribution of these 
infant deaths according to age (days, weeks, &c.). In this table 
also the rates, being based on the variations of comparatively small 
numbers, may not always be statistically significant. (Tables 
31-33.) 

In 1937 there were added to these tables for the first time 
extended figures for the deaths of illegitimate children. The 
infantile mortality rate among illegitimate children is fully 50 per 
cent. greater than among all children. From Table 33 it will be seen 
that this ratio is practically double between the ages of two weeks 
and three months, but the excess is not so marked at ages under one 
week. Between the ages of three and twelve months the excess 1s 
once again about 50 per cent. This relative excess is slightly more 
marked in the case of the large burghs than in the rest of Scotland. 
This rate is calculated for each of the 57 Public Health Districts, 
but the caution expressed in the preceding paragraph relative to 
the paucity of numbers involved should be specially emphasised here. 
In some cases the mortality among the illegitimate is actually lower 
than that for all infants. Table 31 shows these deaths classified not 
only according to age, but also according to cause of death. In the 
case of the more important causes of infant deaths the excess 
mortality among illegitimate children as compared with all children 
is greatest in the case of deaths from congenital debility, from 
diarrhoea and from syphilis, but is less marked than the average in 
the case of deaths from congenital malformation. (Table 33.) 


Children under Five Years.—l'able P (2) shows the deaths from 
certain causes in children under five years of age. The total number 
of deaths in this age group is 8,261, being 984 fewer than in the 
previous year, but if children under one year are excluded the

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number (i.e. at ages 1-4 inclusive) is 2,095, which is 97 fewer than 
in the previous year, and as will be seen from Table 24 the death-rate 
is 66 per thousand as against 69 in 1937. Compared with the 
previous year deaths from measles are more by 277, those from 
diphtheria by 15 and those from tuberculosis by 14. On the other 
hand deaths from whooping-cough are fewer by 231 and those from 
pneumonia (all forms) by 108. The leading causes of death in this 
eroup (1-4) are 456 from pneumonia, 355 from measles, 225 from 
tuberculosis, 193 from diphtheria, 165 from diseases of the digestive 
system and 105 from whooping-cough.

SEVENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT ON THE VACCINA. 
TION OF CHILDREN IN SCOTLAND (19387). 


This report deals with the vaccination of children born in Scot- 
land during the year 1937 who in the ordimary course should have 
been vaccinated during that year or during the first half of the year 
1938. 

Children whose births were shown in the Vaccination Returns 
for the year 1987 numbered 87,805, of whom 5,538 died before 
reaching the age of statutory vaccination (six months), while 82,267 
survived at that date, and it is the latter number which more 
especially falls to be accounted for here. (Table 36.) j 

Of the 82,267 children surviving at the time of statutory 
vaccination, 35,551 or 43:21 per cent. were either certified to have 
been successfully vaccinated or reported to be insusceptible to 
vaccination by reason of previous uncertified vaccination, 1,087 or 
1:32 per cent. were certified as insusceptible to vaccination for - 
reasons other than previous vaccination, and 45,629 or 55-47 per cent. 
were not reported as vaccinated, the majority of these, 41,484 or 
50°43 per cent. of the total, being unvaccinated by reason of 
Declaration of Conscientious Objection on the part of the parents. 
This is the tenth year in succession in which the last-named per- 
centage has shown an increase, and the first occasion on which these 
cases have accounted for more than half of the surviving births. 

The vaccinated children numbered 35,551, for whom the 
statutory certificates of vaccination were submitted in respect of 
35,394 and certificates of previous vaccination in respect of 157. 
The percentage (43-21) of those surviving at the time of statutory 
vaccination is 1°23 less than in the previous year. Prior to the 
passing of the Vaccination (Scotland) Act, 1907, by which con- 
scientious objection on the part of the parents became a valid reason 
for avoiding statutory vaccination, over 91 per cent. of the children 
born in Scotland and surviving at the time of statutory vaccination 
were successfully vaccinated, but thereafter the proportion fell to a 
minimum of 54 per cent. in 1918. In the year 1920, when there 
was an outbreak of smallpox in Glasgow, this rate rose to 71 per 
cent., but since then it has steadily declined, reaching the lowest 
so far recorded of 43 per cent. in the year under review. In the 
counties, burghs included, the percentage of children surviving at the 
time of statutory vaccination who were successfully vaccinated 
ranged from 78:1 in Kincardine, 74:0 in Kirkcudbright, 72:9 in 
Aberdeen, 72'8 in Moray and 72:4 in Berwick, to 24:6 in Dunbarton, 
23°2 in Sutherland, 20-9 in Caithness, 13:3 in Orkney, and 4:5 in 
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Zetland. In sixteen counties less than half of the children surviving 
at the time of statutory vaccination were reported to be successfully 
vaccinated. In Zetland the births registered during the year 
numbered 274, and children surviving at the time of compulsory 
vaccination numbered 267, of whom only 12 were reported to be 
vaccinated. In the large burghs the percentage successfully 
vaccinated ranged from 77-9 in Aberdeen, 60°4 in Perth and 60:0 in 
Edinburgh, to 22°6 in Clydebank, 19°5 in Greenock and 18:8 in 
Hamilton and in Dumbarton. In Glasgow it was 441 and in 
Dundee 24-7. 

Children reported as not vaccinated, or as being constitutionally 
insusceptible, numbered 46,716 or 56°79 per cent. of the total 
survivors. In the previous year the number and percentage were 
46,288 and 55-56 respectively. Of the 46,716 unvaccinated children, 
1,087 were certified as constitutionally insusceptible to vaccination, 
41,484 were unvaccinated by reason of Statutory Declaration of 
Conscientious Objection, 1,400 were unvaccinated by reason of 
postponement of vaccination with medical certificates, and 2,745 
were unvaccinated, or presumed to be so, through being lost sight of 
by removal from the district of registration or otherwise. (T’able 36.) 

Certificates of Constitutional Insusceptibility numbered 1,087, 
which is 18 fewer than in the previous year. ‘his is the smallest 
number recorded since 1927, when they amounted to 1,030. In 
the counties certificates of insusceptibility were relatively frequent 
in Kinross (5-9 per cent.) and in Perth (3:1 per cent.), but were less 
than 1 per cent. in 14 counties. In the large burghs this percentage 
varied from 6°5 in Rutherglen and 3-9 in Perth to less than 1 per 
cent. in thirteen burghs. Prior to 1926 these cases normally 
numbered less than 1,000 per annum, but they have exceeded 1,00U 
in every year since that date, and in 1929 and in 1932 they numbered 
more than 2,000. Since the latter date there has been a substantial 
decline each year, except for 1937, when, as stated, the decline was 

sight. (Table 36.)

— sclentious objection numbered 41,484 and constituted 50-43 per cent. 
_ of the total surviving at the time of statutory vaccination. his 
number is 688 more than in the previous year and 2,948 more than 
the mean of those of the preceding five years. ‘Che percentage is 
1-46 more than that for the previous year and 4:01 more than the 
mean of the previous five years. It is the highest percentage of 
_ children unvaccinated for this reason which has hitherto been 
recorded. or the fourth year in succession the percentage of 
children in this group is greater than among the successfully 
vaccinated. In the counties, burghs included, this percentage 
ranged from 94°8 in Zetland, 84°8 in Orkney, 72°5 in Caithness and 
70°6 in Dunbarton, to 22-0 in Moray, 21:5 in Kurkeudbright, 20°8 in 
Aberdeen and 14-8 in Kincardine. In the large burghs it ranged 
- from 79°8 in Dumbarton, 77-0 in Greenock, 76°8 in Hamilton, 73-9 
in Dundee and 72°6 in Clydebank, to 34:9 in Edinburgh, 32:7 in 
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Perth and 15-9 in Aberdeen. As has been previously pointed out, 
the same counties and burghs tend to.appear year after year among 
those showing maximum and minimum percentages of cases of 
conscientious objection, and correspondingly among those counties 
and burghs which show low and high percentages respectively of 
children successfully vaccinated. (Table 36.) 

Children who were still unvaccinated at the end of 1938 by reason 
of postponement on medical grounds numbered 1,400 and consti- 
tuted 1:70 per cent. of those surviving at the time of statutory 
vaccination. In the previous year this number was 1,489 and the 
percentage 1:79. During the past few years the percentage of 
children in this group has on almost every occasion been less than 
in the year preceding. (Table 36.) 

Children whose vaccinations were unaccounted for through 
removal from the district of registration or otherwise numbered — 
2,745 and amounted to 3:34 per cent. of the total surviving. In the 
previous year the corresponding number and percentage were 2,898 
and 3°48 respectively. (Table 36.)

ADDITIONAL STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES 
REGISTERED 1x SCOTLAND puRING THE YEAR 1937. 


A preliminary statement regarding the marriages registered in 
Scotland during the year 1937 was incorporated in the Highty-Third 
Annual Report of the Registrar-General dealing with the detailed 
statistics of the registered births and deaths of that year, but as 
full details of the registered marriages were not available at the 
time when the report was prepared the statement was necessarily 
restricted and dealt only with the number of marriages registered in 
1937 and the marriage-rates. It is now supplemented by this 
detailed report on these marriages, including a statistical account 
of the method of proclamation, the church of celebration, the ages 
and conjugal conditions of those marrying, and the method of 
signing the marriage schedules, by writing or by mark. 

In the Highty-Third Annual Report it was stated that the 
number of marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1937 
was 38,351, but after complete examination of the registers the 
adjusted number was found to be 38,334, the provisional figure 
being in excess by 17. The marriage-rate for the year 1937, which 
is 7°70, differs but little from the provisional rate, which was given 
as 7°71. The corrected number of marriages is 2,299 more than 
the mean of the number registered annually during the five preceding 
years, while the marriage-rate is 0°39 above the mean. (Table 8.) 


Regular and Irregular Marriages.—Of the 38,334 marriages 
registered during the year 1937, 33,620 or 87-7 per cent. were 
regular, i.e. solemnized by a minister of religion after proclamation 
of banns or after publication of notice at a registrar’s office, while 
4,714 or 12°3 per cent. were irregular, i.e. contracted without 
proclamation of banns or publication of notice and not solemnized 
by a minister of religion. In the previous year regular marriages 
constituted 88°1 per cent. of all marriages registered. In the early 
years of registration irregular marriages were very few, the annual 
average prior to 1870 being less than 50, but it was 263 between 
1871 and 1880, 650 during 1881-90, 1,428 during 1891-1900 and 
2,034 during 1901-10. During the period 1911-20, which included 
the years of the Great War, the average number increased to 5,312, 
but during the period 1921-30 it declined to 4,287, and compared 
with that average the total for 1937 is more by 427. ‘The proportion 
which irregular marriages bear to the total has likewise increased. 
In 1855-60 it was only 0:09 per cent. and in 1861-70 it was 0°18 
per cent., but in 1871-80 the decennial average amounted to 1:04 
per cent., and thereafter it steadily increased to a maximum of 14°90 
per cent. in 1911-20, with a subsequent decline to 12°74 per cent. in 





. 
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1921-30. Lhe highest figures for individual years were registered 
during the War period, the percentages then varying from 16°88 in 
1917 to 20°48 in 1915. From 1929 to 1935 the tendency was for this 
percentage to decline slowly, and the percentage for the latter year 
(11-5) was the lowest since pre-war years, but the rate in 1936 
increased to 11-9 and now in 1937 to 12°3. Practically three-fourths 
of these irregular marriages are registered in Glasgow and in Edin- 
burgh. Of the total marriages registered in the large burghs during 
1937, 18-0 per cent. were irregular, while for the rest of Scotland 
the corresponding percentage was only 1:7. Of these irregular 
marriages, 4,476 took place in the large burghs and 238 in the 
remainder of Scotland. The former number is 207 more than in 
the previous year and the latter is 4 more. In the large burghs taken 
individually the percentage of irregular to total marriages ranged 
from 26-9 in Edinburgh, 24-2 in Dunfermline, 21:7 in Glasgow and 
20:0 in Inverness, to 0°8 in Port Glasgow, 0:4 in Greenock and 0 in 
Clydebank and in Coatbridge. In counties, all burghs included, the 
percentage ranged from 23-7 in Midlothian, 19°5 in Dumfries, 16-6 
in Lanark and 14:3 in Inverness, to 0 in Berwick, East Lothian, 
Kinross and Nairn. Of the 4,714 irregular marriages, 4,708 were 
registered by warrant of the Sheriff and 6 on production of Extract 
Decree of Declarator. (Table 9.) 


Method of Publication. — Of the 33,620 regular marriages 
registered throughout the year, 25,169 or 74:8 per cent. of such 
marriages were solemnized after proclamation of banns in respect 
of both parties, 7,689 or 22:9 per cent after publication of notice in 
respect of both parties, and 762 or 23 per cent, after proclamation 
of banns for one and publication of notice for the other party. 
(Table Q.) The percentage of regular marriages celebrated after 
proclamation by banns has been steadily increasing in recent years.

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In 1913, the year before the War, it was 60:3, in 1919 it was 66:1, 
in 1929 it was 69-9, and although it declined to a small extent in the 
three years following it has now risen to 74:8, as already stated. 
The percentage of those celebrated after publication shows a corres- 
ponding decline. (Table 9.) | 

Of the regular marriages in large burghs, 13,616 or 67:0 per 
cent. of such marriages were celebrated after banns, 6,247 or 30:8 
per cent. after publication of notice, and 448 or 2°2 per cent. after 
banns in respect of one and publication of notice in respect of the 
other party. In the other districts of Scotland 11,553 or 86-8 per 
cent. were after banns, 1,442 or 10°8 per cent. after publication of 
notice, and 314 or 2-4 per cent. after banns and publication of 
notice. In the counties of Caithness, Kirkcudbright and Zetland 
all the regular marriages were after proclamation by banns, and this 
was the case with 98 per cent. or more of the regular marriages 
celebrated in the counties of Berwick, Orkney, Sutherland and 
Wigtown. 

Table Q has been constructed to show the frequency and de- 
nomination of those married after proclamation of banns and after 
publication of notice. Marriage after banns was relatively most 
frequent in the Church of Scotland (89-0), in the Baptist Church 
(72°8) and in the United Free Church (72-4), while marriage after 
publication of notice was relatively most frequent in the Roman 
Catholic Church (81-1 per cent.) and among the Jews (70-0 per cent.). 


Church of Celebration —Of the 33,620 regular marriages, 24,219 
or 72-0 per cent. were celebrated according to the forms of the Church 
of Scotland, 4,874 or 14:5 per cent. according to those of the Roman 
Catholic Church, 1,169 or 3-5 per cent. according to those of the 
Congregational Church, 1,004 or 3-0 per cent. according to the forms 
of the Scottish Episcopal Church. Those according to the forms 
of the Baptist Church numbered 470, of the Free Church of Scotland 
394, of the Methodist Church 352 and of the United Free Church of 
Scotland 348, while 215 were solemnized according to the forms of 
the Christian Brethren. (Table Q.)

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The relative frequency of marriage according to the principal 
denominations in the aggregate of large burghs and other districts 
is shown in Table R, for previous years in Table 8, and in individual 
burghs and counties in Table 10. It will be observed that the 
proportion of marriages according to the forms of the Presbyterian 
Churches is relatively smaller in the large burghs than in other 
districts. Marriages according to the forms of the Church of 
Scotland constituted at least 85 per cent. of all marriages registered 
in the counties of Berwick, East Lothian, Kincardine, Kirkeud- 
bright, Nairn and W igtown, while Roman Catholic marriages 
constituted at least 15 per cent. of the total in the counties of 
Dunbarton, Lanark and Renfrew. In the large burghs Church of 
Scotland marriages were relatively most frequent (70 per cent. or 
over) in Kirkcaldy, in Kilmarnock, in Falkirk, in Rutherglen and in 
Arbroath, while Roman Catholic marriages were most frequent (25 
per cent. or over) in Greenock, in Clydebank, in Coatbridge, in 
Dumbarton and in Port Glasgow. A list of the principal denomina- 
tions and communities named in the Marriage Registers for 1937 
is given in Table 8. (Table 10.) 


Conjugal Condition of those Marrying.—Of the 38,334 males 
marrying during the year, 35,731 or 93-2 per cent. were bachelors, 
2,257 or 59 per cent. were widowers, and 346 or 0-9 per cent. had 
been divorced. Of the 38,334 women marrying, 36,823 or 96-1 per 
cent. were spinsters, 1,164 or 3-0 per cent. were widows; and 347 or 
0-9 per cent. had been divorced. The combination of the various con- 
jugal conditions are shown in the following table :—

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From the above table it may be deduced that 97-7 per cent. of 
the bachelors married spinsters, while 1:6 per cent, married widows ; 
that 71°6 per cent. of the widowers married spinsters, while 25-1 
per cent. married widows, and that of all males who had been 
divorced 85:0 per cent. married spinsters, 7°5 per cent. married 
widows and 7:5 per cent. married women who had been divorced. In 
the case of all men marrying 96:1 per cent. married spinsters, 3:0 
per cent. married widows and 0-9 per cent. married women who had 
been divorced. Of all spinsters marrying 94°8 per cent. married 
bachelors and 4:4 per cent. married widowers ; among widows 49:1 
per cent. married bachelors and 48:7 per cent. married widowers ; 
of women who had been divorced 71:2 per cent. married bachelors, 
21:3 per cent. married widowers, and 7°5 per cent. married men who 
had been divorced. In the case of all women marrying 93:2 per cent. 
married bachelors, 5-9 per cent. married widowers, and 0-9 per cent. 
married men who had been divorced. It will be observed that 
although 846 divorced men and 3847 divorced women remarried 
during the year, in only 26 cases was it stated that each of the 
parties to the marriage had been divorced. In 1936 this number 
was also 26. (Table 11.) 


Method of Signature.—Of the 76,668 persons who were married 
during 1937, 77 (836 men and 41 women) signed the marriage 
schedule by mark and the remainder in writing. This number is 
lower than that for 1936 (94), and is below the average for recent 
years. It is the smallest number yet recorded, with the single 
exception of that for 1933 (76), which was 1 less. The great 
decrease in this number since the.early days of registration is note- 
worthy. In the decade 1861-70 an annual number of 7,123 persons 
signed by mark, but by 1891-1900 this average had fallen to less 
than 2,000, and by 1911-1920 to a little over 500 per annum. Since 
1925 the annual number has always been less than 200 and since 
1932 it has never exceeded 100. The change in the sex proportions 
is likewise striking. Whereas prior to 1870 females signing by mark 
outnumbered males by 2 to 1, towards the end of the century this

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ratio was 15 to1. In recent years the numbers of males and females 
assigned to this group have been more nearly equal, while on four 
occasions males have actually exceeded females. (Table 8.) 
The age distribution of persons signing by mark is shown in 
Table T and the Church of Celebration i in Table U. In the former 
table it will be observed that, compared with the total marriages 
registered among persons of a given age, those signing by mark are 
relatively most frequent at the older ages, 50 years and over. This 
is more particularly evident among women. In the case of women 
aged 60 and over the proportion who signed by mark is 3-2 per cent. 
It may be noted that those signing by mark include a certain number 
of blind persons. Of the 77 persons who signed by mark 33 were 
married according to the forms of the Church of Scotland, 14 
according to those of the Roman Catholic Church and 8 according to 
those of churches of other denominations, while 22 were married 
irregularly. In 1936 the last-mentioned number was 26. 


Ages of those Marrying.—The average age of all men marrying 
during the year was 29-7 and of all women 26-7 years. In the aggre- 
eate of large burghs the average age at marriage was 29-9 for men 
and 26°9 for women. In each of these cases this age was slightly 
higher than in the previous year. In the other districts of Scotland 
these averages were 29-4 for men and 26°3 for women, these averages 
being 0°3 and 0-2 respectively more than in the previous year. It 
will be observed that, as is usually the case, the average age is rather 
higher in the case of marriages celebrated in the large burghs than 
in those celebrated elsewhere in Scotland. (Tables 12 and 13.) 

The average ages arranged according to the conjugal condition of 
those marrying are set forth below in tabular form :—

The average age of all bachelors marrying is 0-2 more than in the 
previous year, and that of all widowers, of all divorced men and of all 
spinsters 0-1 more, but that.of all widows is 0-7 less and that of all 
divorced women is 0:2 less. Tables 14 to 188 show in combination 
the ages of those married, together with their conjugal condition 
before marriage. The ages of divorced men and of divorced women 
marrying are published in Tables 184 and 188, but without 
differentiation to show the conjugal condition of the other spouse, 
although the results have been tabulated. (Tables 14-18B.)

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The excess of the average age of bridegrooms over that of brides 
_ 1s 3:0, being 0-1 more than in the previous year. Bachelors marrying 
spinsters were on an average older than the bride by 2:7 years, 
widowers marrying spinsters older by 9-8 years and widowers 
marrying widows older by 5-8 years, but the average age of bachelors 
marrying widows is less by 0°8 year. Although over all this excess 
is Slightly higher than in the previous year, it is slightly less in the 
case of widowers, while the difference in the case of bachelors marry- 
ing widows is also slightly less. 

The average age of men at marriage ranged in the counties, 
inclusive of burghs, from 34:1 in Ross and Cromarty, 328 in 
Zetland, 32°6 in Bute and 32:5 in Inverness, to 28°6 in Dumfries, 
28'4 in East Lothian, 28:1 in West Lothian and 28-0 in Clack- 
mannan. ‘The average age of women marrying during the year 
ranged from 29-5 in Ross and Cromarty, 28:9 in Zetland, 28-5 
in Argyll and 28-4 in Inverness, to 25-9 in Banff, 25-7 in Caithness, 
25°6 in Hast Lothian, 25-5 in Clackmannan and 25-2 in West 
Lothian and in Wigtown. In the large burghs the average age 
among males ranged from 82-1 in Inverness, 30:7 in Ayr, 30°5 in 
Perth, 30°3 in Edinburgh and 30-1 in Glasgow, to 28:5 in Airdrie, 
28'4 in Greenock and 28:3 in Rutherglen. In Dundee it was 29-3 
and in Aberdeen 30-0. Among females this average ranged from 28:3 
in Inverness, 28-0 in Perth, 27-3 in Edinburgh and 27-1 in Glasgow 
and in Ayr, to 25-9 in Rutherglen, 25-7 in Motherwell and Wishaw 
and in Airdrie, 25-6 in Port Glasgow and 25-4 in Greenock. In 
Dundee it was 26-6 and in Aberdeen 26:9. (Tables 12 and 13.) 

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 4 bachelors aged 16 
and 35 bachelors aged 17. All of these married spinsters, of whom 
8 were only 16 years of age. The youngest brides were 220 aged 16, 
all of whom except one married bachelors whose ages ranged from 17

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to over 40. ‘The remaining bride of this age married a widower aged 
over 21. (Tables 14-17.) 3g 
The oldest men marrying were 8 aged over 80, of whom one was 
over 85. One of these was a bachelor and 7 were widowers. All of 
them married brides aged between 40 and 80. The oldest women 
marrying were 23 over 70 years of age, of whom three were over 75. 
All but three were widows, and all married bridegrooms aged between 
60 and 85. Five girls aged 16 married men aged over 30, and four 
aged under 25 married men of over 60. The youngest divorced men 
who remarried were 8 aged under 25, while 1 was aged over 65. The 
youngest divorced woman was aged 20, while 9 were aged over 55.

REPORT ON THE WEATHER IN SCOTLAND FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING 31st DECEMBER 1938. 










Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Kdinburgh. 


Under the heading of ‘‘ Meteorological Notes’ a descriptive 
account of the weather is given in the ‘‘Monthly Returns” 
published by authority of the Registrar-General, and the notes are 
accompanied by statistics for some of the Principal Towns. The 
_ present report, for the whole year, is of a general character as to 
the text, and to it are appended tables summarizing the statistics 
of the various stations. (Pp. 133-137.) 


General.—The outstanding features of the year are indicated in 
the course of the report. The most notable were :— 


1. The dryness of the months February to April and the ex- 
ceptional wetness of the early summer and autumn. 


2. ‘The excessive total rainfall in spite of a dry spring, only four 
years having been as wet since 1870. 


3. The warmest March and November of the century. 


4. The frequency and severity of gales in the first and last 
quarters of the year and the unusually stormy character of 
June. | gt 


Pressure and Winds.—¥For the year as a whole barometric 
pressure was 0-01 inch below the normal. The monthly pressure 
_ means were above normal in February, March, April, August and 
December, and below normal in the remaining seven months. The 

greatest departures from the normal were in February and April 
_ when the mean pressures of 30-197 and 30-322 inches were 0-395 
_ and 0-403 inches in excess of their respective normals. The only 
other months in which the departures from normal exceeded’ 0-2 
inch were January, October and N ovember, all being below normal. 

In January there was a marked excess of south-westerly or 
westerly winds. Gales, many of unusual severity, occurred with 
_ great frequency, especially in the west and north. Winds were 
mainly from a northerly point during February and there were 
Stormy periods, notably on the 1st, between the 10th and 13th and 
_ at the close of the month. There was a pronounced excess of winds 
_ between south and west during March, and the north of Scotland 
experienced several gales, the most severe being between the 2nd 
and 5th. Quieter conditions prevailed in April with a predominance 

of west and north-west winds. May too was a quiet month with a 
slight excess of north and north-east winds. Depressions passing to 
_ the north of Great Britain during June accounted for an excess of 
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winds, frequently of gale force, between south-west and north-west. 
The wind distribution from July to September generally approxi- 
mated to the normal. October was marked by frequent gales, many 
of great violence, especially in the north of Scotland, and these 
conditions continued throughout November with a considerable 
excess of south-westerly winds. In December there was an excess 
of south-easterly or southerly winds as the result of a large anti- 


cyclone spreading westward from Russia in the middle of the month 


and causing cold wintry weather over the whole of the British Isles. 


Noteworthy Gales.—A succession of unusually severe gales in 
January caused widespread damage. On the night of the 22nd— 
23rd the wind reached a mean speed of 60 miles per hour at the 
height of the gale at Stornoway, Lerwick and Kirkwall, while in 
custs it attained extreme speeds of 88, 94 and 100 miles per hour. 
Between the 28th and the end of the month wild conditions again 
occurred and wind gusts in excess of 70 miles per hour were 


recorded at several stations. At Stornoway in the course of the 


month the wind averaged gale force during 123 hours. In the 
severe gale of February Ist the mean wind speed reached 52 miles 
per hour at Stornoway and on the Bell Rock, with gusts up to 73 
and 72 miles per hour respectively. Between February 10th and 
13th a northerly wind of gale force blowing over the North Sea at 
a period corresponding with spring tides caused serious flooding in 
eastern coast districts of England. The River Thames reached its 
highest level since the disaster of 1928. No reports were received 
of exceptional river levels being reached in the northern half of 
Britain. In March the north of Scotland had several gales of 
unusual severity, especially between the 2nd and 5th, when gusts 
up to 86 miles per hour were registered at Lerwick, and between 
16th and 19th, when 80 miles per hour was reached at Stornoway. 
Gales were reported on 15 days in June, and those in Skye on the 
6th, 7th, 9th and 21st were said to be the worst ever remembered 
in summer. In Edinburgh on the 6th the wind attained a mean 
speed of 45 miles per hour with gusts up to 70 miles per hour. 
October was marked by several gales of great violence, that of the 
3rd /4th causing widespread damage and loss of life on both land 
and sea. ‘The gales of the 6th/7th, 19th/20th and 23rd/24th were 
also very severe. Many severe gales occurred in the north and west 
during November; on the 18th a gust of 98 miles per hour was 
registered at Stornoway. December was a wild month in the ex- 
treme north. At Lerwick the wind blew with gale force for 69 
hours between the 15th and 18th. 


Temperature.—Mean temperature for the country as a whole 
was 1:4°F. above normal. It was the eighth successive year with 
a mean temperature equal to or in excess of the normal. Only May, 
June, July and December had mean temperatures below normal, 
and in not one of these months was the deficiency so much as one 
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degree I’. The remarkably high mean temperature in March 
established a new record for that month, the excess over the normal 


for Scotland as a whole being 6:9°F. November was also excep- 
_ tionally mild, the mean value being 4:0°F. above normal and the 
highest for November since 1899. 'These were the only two months 
with an excess over the normal amounting to as much as 2°F. 


The warmest spell was from August 8th to 12th, during which shade 


_ temperatures reached maxima of 82°F. at Ardtornish, Ruthwell, 
_ dXtilmarnock and Forres, and 80°F. at many places in the south and 
_ central districts. Shade temperature reached 80°F. on two other 
_ days during the summer, namely June 13th (at Perth) and Septem- 


ber 12th (at Stonehaven). The highest temperature in July was

: 75°F. recorded at Banff and Forres on the 22nd and at Dundee on 


the 25th. <A cold spell occurred from January 8th to 11th, when 
the lowest values reported were 14°F. in the screen and 11°F. on 
the ground at West Linton. Mid-February was also very cold; a 
screen minimum of 17°F. was recorded at Dalwhinnie on the 16th 
and at Braemar on the 21st. Some unusually low temperatures 


_ were also registered at the beginning of May, Braemar having a 


screen minimum of 18°F. and Dalwhinnie 19°F., both on the 2nd. 
The coldest spell of all occurred in the latter half of December, 
when extreme values reported were 4°F. at Braemar on the 22nd, 
6°F. at Dalwhinnie on the 20th, 7°F. at Kettins on the 21st and 
22nd, and 8°F’. at Perth on the 22nd. A ground minimum of 0°F. 
was registered at Braemar on the 22nd and 1°F. on the 20th and 
21st. 


Rainfall.—Despite a very dry spring, 1938 was a notably wet 


4 year over most of Scotland, the general rainfall representing 123 


per cent. of the normal. Since 1870 only four years have been as 
wet or wetter than 1938, namely 1872, 1877, 1903 and 1928, with 


134, 131, 129 and 123 per cent. of the normal respectively. Small 
- areas in northern Aberdeenshire and at Colmonell, Ayrshire, had 


slightly less than the normal rainfall. More than 130 per cent. 


occurred in a large belt extending roughly from Dumfriesshire 


across Renfrewshire, Argyll and Inverness-shire to Sutherland, and 
the totals were 150 per cent. of the normal or more over a large area 
from Fort Augustus to south of Inveraray and also at Durrisdeer, 


_ Dumfriesshire. In parts of the Western Highlands 1938 ranks as 
_ the wettest year for over 70 years, the value 186 per cent. of normal 


at Inveraray being, so far as can be ascertained, the largest value 
for any station since before 1868. Mention may be made of the 


remarkable total of 213 inches of rain at Loan, near the head of 


Loch Quoich. June was a very wet month, having slightly more 
than double its normal rainfall over the country as a whole. The 
excess was appreciably higher in the west, where Fort William with 
9-10 inches had its wettest June since 1877. January, October and 
November were also exceptionally wet with 162, 186 and 157 per 
cent. of their respective normals. October was actually the wettest 
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month in Scotland since January 1928. Among many high totals_ 
recorded in this month were 24:37 inches and 23°40 inches at Kin- 
lochquoich and Loan respectively. The driest month was April 
with only 34 per cent. of the normal, August taking second place 
with 68 per cent. The total rainfall in April did not exceed one- 
tenth of an inch over large areas in the east and south, and this, 
following upon two very dry months, caused concern to farming 
interests and water authorities, especially in the east and south. 
December with a general rainfall representing 84 per cent. of 
normal was the only month after August with a deficient rainfall. 

March was a month of remarkable contrasts, places in east Scotland 
having virtually a drought, while some places i in west Scotland had 
record high totals. At Loan the total was 50:03 inches, the greatest 
monthly fall ever measured in Great Britain. 


Snow.—There was little snow at ordinary levels during January, 
February and March. In the closing months of the year the only — 
noteworthy falls were in the week preceding Christmas when snow 
fell over the whole of Britain and in some places lay to a consider- 
able depth. The falls were unusually heavy in all parts of the south 
of England. Many roads were blocked and traffic dislocated. 


Thunder.—The number of thunderstorms was appreciably in 
excess of the average in most places. ‘Thunder was reported locally 
in every month and was most-frequent in January and July. Storms 
were widespread in the south-west on June 8th and extended to 
many places in east Scotland. A storm of unusual intensity occurred 
in Lanarkshire on August 11th, when 5:11 inches of rain fell at 
Strathaven, 3°96 inches at Stonehouse and 3°18 inches at Glassford 
Filters. Storms occurred over practically the whole of the southern 
half of Scotland on October 7th. A storm at Linlithgow on Decem- 
ber 2nd was unusually prolonged and was accompanied by heavy 
rain and hail. 


Flooding.—Flooding occurred in the Glasgow area and at many 
Ayrshire resorts following heavy rains in the last week of June. 
The main street of Dingwall was flooded to a depth of a foot as the 
result of heavy rains accompanying a storm on July 26th. The 
intense thunderstorm in Lanarkshire on August 11th was followed 
by flooding which resulted in washouts at two points on the railway 
near Strathaven and caused the derailment of a passenger train. 
Torrential rain in the second week of November caused extensive 
floods in the Border districts and made roads there impassable. The 
Tweed and its tributaries reached the highest level for years, in 
some sections being 15 feet above normal. ‘lwo bridges spanning 
the River Teviot were swept away, and as each carried cables and 
gas mains these services were dislocated. 


Sunshine.—For Scotland as a whole there was a slight deficiency 
of sunshine. In the north and north-west and in some southern 
counties the deficiency was in places appreciable, while the counties 
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of Ayr, Renfrew, Dunbarton and Stirling, and a stretch of country 
along the east coast from Edinburgh to Aberdeen were favoured 
somewhat beyond the normal. Of the individual months, August 


had both relatively and absolutely the highest totals. Orkney and 
Shetland set up new records in that month and registered the 
highest aggregates in Great Britain. March and November, besides 
being very mild, were relatively the dullest months. The highest 
aggregates for the year, all registered in east Scotland, were 1,511 
hours at Arbroath, 1,474 hours at Dunbar, 1,454 hours at St. 
Andrews and 1,448 hours at Leuchars. 


f’og.—Fog occurred in every month but there were few periods 
of thick or persistent fog. It was thick in the Clyde area on January 
3rd and 4th when two cargo liners were involved in a collision and 
several road accidents occurred. Fog was widespread from Septem- 
ber 26th to 28th, especially near the east coast and in the Firth of 
Clyde. In the last quarter of the year it was fairly prevalent in the 
Clyde area; Greenock had fog on 10 days in October and 16 days 
in December. 


Aurora.—Aurora was observed in every month except June and 
July. It was most frequent in January (19 nights), October and 
November (17 nights each). On January 25th there was a mag- 
nificent display—probably the finest for at least 30 years—which 
was observed over the whole of the British Isles. The phenomenon 
was widely observed on March 25th and 26th, September 14th, 
October 7th, 16th, 25th, 26th and 28th, November 14th and 17th, 
December 2nd, 8rd and 10th. A magnetic storm which accom- 
panied a display on April 16th was one of the most violent ever 
recorded.

REGISTRATION OF Birtus, &c. (SCOTLAND) (AMENDMENT) Act, 1984. 


This Act, which came into force on 1st January 1935, provides 
that the Registrar-General may authorise re-registration of the 
births of persons born illegitimate who have been legitimated by the 
subsequent marriage of their parents, and also of persons the 
original entry of whose birth is affected by any matter contained in 
the Register of Corrected Entries respecting status or paternity.

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APPENDIX VI. 


PRELIMINARY REPORT ON INFORMATION OBTAINED 
UNDER THE POPULATION (STATISTICS) ACT, 1938. 


Under the provisions of the Population (Statistics) Act, which 
which came into operation on Ist July 1938, certain additional items 
of information were furnished confidentially to Registrars of Births, 
Deaths and Marriages. These included :— 

In the case of a birth— 

(1) The age of the mother. 


Where parents were married to each other— 


(2) The number of the previous children (including still-— 


born) by present husband, with number still living. 
(3) The same particulars for children by any former 
husband. 
In the case of a death— 


If deceased was a matried man or married woman at time 
of death— 


(4) The age of the surviving spouse. 

If deceased was a married woman or. a woman who had 
been married— 

(5) Year of marriage. 

(6) If married at date of death, duration of marriage. 


(7) If widowed or if marriage otherwise terminated before — 


date of death, duration of marriage in completed 
years. — | 

(8) Whether deceased had any children by her husband or 
by any former husband. (Yes or No.) 


Under (5), (6). and (7) the marriage referred to is the last 


marriage. | 


Although some of the information, particularly under item (7), 


is not always readily available, the recording of the additional par- 
ticulars has been carried through with remarkable smoothness, due 
largely to the willing co-operation of informants and of the registrars 
concerned. 

A series of observations spread over a period of only six months 
cannot be expected, when sub-divided into groups, to yield entirely 
stable results, but in view of the interest which has been. taken in 
the matter it has been deemed advisable to publish some of the 
figures which have been tabulated, without going deeply into the 
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conclusions which may be drawn from such observations. ‘The chief 
interest in these new statistics centres round the light which they 
throw on the decline of the birth-rate, although in the absence of 
comparative data many points must await elucidation until further 
facts are available. When compulsory registration was introduced 
into Scotland in 1855 the original birth schedule provided for the 
ascertainment of the age of each parent and of the number of children 
previously born to a married couple. This provision was, however, 
dropped in the following year, and in Scotland no statistics on 
fertility according to the age of the mother are available for any 
recent period, with the exception of those contained in Appendix VI 
of the Registrar-General’s Report for 1937. That Appendix was 
based upon an investigation into the numbers of children aged under 
one year in Scotland at the Census of 1931 as found in a one-in-ten 
sample of those cases in which mother and child were shown on the 
same schedule. ; 

In Table F (1) will be found a tabulation of 42,382 births in the 
second six months of 1938, for which particulars were available. 
These are tabulated according to the age of the mother and (in the 
case of legitimate births) according to the duration of the marriage, 
the latter being a regular requirement in registration of births in 
Scotland. The completeness of the data is indicated by the fact that 
in only 14 cases was the age of the mother not obtained, and in only 
two of the 39,822 cases of legitimate birth was the duration of the 
marriage not available. There were 11 cases in which the mother 
was under 16 years of age, 108 cases of mothers over 45 years of age, 
but no case where the mother was over 50 years. 

Of the 39,822 legitimate births the maximum number in any 
quinquennial age-period was 12,261, or 30:8 per cent. of the total, 
which occurred when the mother was aged between 25 and 30, 
those occurring in the preceding and following quinquennial age- 
groups numbering 9,441 and 9,365 respectively. Nearly 80 per cent. 
of all the legitimate children were born to mothers within these three 
age-groups, 1.e. between 20 and 35. In the case of illegitimate 
births, fully one-third were born to mothers aged 20-24, but in 
almost one-fourth of the illegitimate births the mother was over 30 
years of age. The average age of mothers of legitimate children was 
29:1 years and of illegitimate children 23-7 years. 

The ratio of male births per 100 female births was 104-2 for the 
entire series, being 103-9 for the legitimate births and 109-2 for the 
illegitimate. Among legitimate infants the preponderance of males 
18 almost confined to those cases in which the mother was under 30 
years of age. In the case of illegitimate births, owing to the smaller 
numbers, greater irregularity in the proportions at the various ages 
is observed, but on the whole here again the highest ratios are at 
ages under 30. 

_ Table F’ (1) also shows the births tabulated according to the 
interval which elapsed between marriage and the birth of the child, 
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irrespective of order of birth. As might be expected, the first year 
after marriage produced the greatest number of births, almost one- 
fifth of the legitimate births occurring within that period. ‘The 
number steadily declines with each succeeding year since marriage. 

An important subject upon which information is only now 
becoming available in Scotland is the age-specific fertility rate, i.e. 
the number of children born per 1,000 women according to the age of 
the mother. Particulars as to this are shown in Table F (2). In 
estimating the populations at risk on which the fertility rates are 
based , allowance has been made for the effect of recent high marriage- 
rates on the numbers of married women in the population, but it is 
difficult to assess the effect of migration (and especially of the ‘‘ drift 
south ’’) on the population as estimated in regard to age distribution 
and conjugal condition. Unless an accurate count of the female 
population by age and by conjugal condition is available, such rates 
must be regarded as approximate. The Scottish Birth Registers for 
1855, already alluded to, were examined by Lewis and Lewis,* and 
those for Glasgow and Edinburgh by Matthews Duncan.+ The rates 
obtained from these investigations are shown below for comparison 
with those given in Table F (2) and with those published for 1931 in 
the Annual Report for 1937. 3

The most conspicuous feature of the comparison between: these 
rates is that, for married women aged under 20 years, the observed 
fertility for recent: years is higher than in 1855, and that for 1938 is 
actually higher than was found in the Census sample of 1931. 
Although rates based on estimated numbers of women and not on 
those actually ascertained at a Census must be used with caution, and

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especially so in ages where the married population involved is com- 
paratively small, as at 15-19 years, the fact that the 1931 and the 1938 
investigations, which are completely independent of one another, both 
show higher rates than those found in 1855 probably reflects a real in- 
crease in observed fertility at these young ages.* It must be remem- 
bered, however, that the rates for 1855 were depressed on account of 
the fact that a full year’s births were not registered in that year as a 
result of the lag between date of registration and date of birth, In 
the following year, when the new system of compulsory registration 
was in full operation, the birth-rate was fully 8 per cent. higher than 
in 1855. In one respect the whole series of observations given above 
shows a notable consistency. The decline in fertility observed in 
other countries appears to be most marked at the higher ages of 
mothers, the least change being shown at the earlier ages. It will 
be observed that this is true also of Scotland. For age group 20-24 
the decline between 1855 and 19388 is 15 per cent., for 25-29 it is 37 
per cent. , for 30-34 it is 50 per cent., for 35-39 it is 64 per cent., and 
for 40-44 it is 75 per cent. Under age 25 the birth-rate shows com- 
paratively little change, but in the age group 40-44 it is in 1938 only 
one-quarter of what it was in 1855. If the rates for 1931 and 1938 
are compared a similar series of differences, though naturally on a 
reduced scale, is observed. 

lt is of interest to note that differences, similar in kind to but on a 
rather less extensive scale than these long-term changes, are found 
on comparison of the two series of age-specific rates available for 
1855. Those given by Matthews Duncan, referable only to Glasgow 
and HKdinburgh, are consistently lower than those of Lewis and 
Lewis, which relate to all Scotland, the differences being relatively 
least at earlier and greatest at later ages. At ages under 25, e.g., the 
divergence is only 2 per cent., but gradually increases until at 40-44 
years the difference‘is as much as 29 per cent. It is possible, there- 
fore, that the factors causing the decline in the birth-rate over the 
years from 1855 onwards had already begun to operate in the large 
towns prior to the institution of registration, and that since then 
the diminution in observed fertility had proceeded at a greater rate 
in parts of the country outwith Glasgow and Edinburgh, since, as 
shown in Appendix VI of the 1937 Annual Report, there are noted 
no consistent differences in age-specific fertility rates for these two 
towns and the country as a whole. Tt js unfortunate that more 
frequent observations are not available, in view of their obvious 
relevance to suggested explanations of the causes of decline in 
fertility ; but the similarity in the nature of the geographical differ- 
ences as far back as 1855 to those which have occurred nationally 
over the whole registration period is at least worthy of attention. 

From the above data and recent (1930-32) survivorship figures 


It may be mentioned that the f 
(adjusted t llow for the number of marriages which took 
of 1938 and the end of September 1939) confirm the ini 

fertility rate among young married women. 5 
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for Scotland, a Net Reproduction Rate has been calculated. This 
useful measure indicates whether or not the mothers of the present 
population are likely to produce a sufficient number of female 
children to ensure that the number of potential mothers in the next 
generation is not less than the number in this. On the basis of 
- current rates of mortality there can be computed the present number 
of female infants born who will survive to reproductive ages in the 
future, and applying current age-specific fertility rates, how many 
of these survivors will reproduce themselves by bearing female 
children. If, under these conditions, the survivors of present-day 
female births ultimately produce as many females as are born to-day, 
the Net Reproduction Rate is unity, and the population is, in 
this respect, holding its own. If less than unity, replacement is 
insufficient to prevent an ultimate decline of population, although 
this may for a time be postponed by further reduction of mortality at 
later ages, but only in respect of ages above the reproductive span. 
If the Net Reproduction Rate is above unity the population is bio- 
logically healthy, tending to increase at the important early ages of 
life, From the age-specific fertility rates now available, and utilising 
the survivorship data of the Scottish Life Tables for 1930-32, the 
Net Reproduction Rate for Scotland is found to be 0-961. In other 
words, although the Scottish population is not quite reproducing 
itself Gn the sense defined above), it in fact compares favourably 
with estimates of this kind for most other countries in Western 
Europe or in the Dominions in recent years. An unofficial estimate 
which has been published for England and Wales for the year 1935 
gives the Net Reproduction Rate as 0-734. It should be borne in 
mind that these rates are based not on legitimate births but on all 
births, and that they would be affected by any future rise or fall in 
the marriage-rate even if survival and fertility rates remain constant. 

In ‘Table F (3) will be found a tabulation of first births after 
marriage according to the age of the mother and the interval since 
marriage. These births in all numbered 13,901, and of these 7,357 
occurred within one year of marriage and 3,483 in the second year of 
marriage. At the other extreme there were 190 cases in which more 
than ten years had elapsed between marriage and the birtl of the first 
child, in 58 of which more than 15 years had elapsed and in six cases 
more than 20 years. The table shows by months for the first year of 
marriage the interval between marriage and birth of first child, and 
by three-monthly periods for the second year. From this table it will 
be observed that in 38,995 cases, or 28°7 per cent. of all first births, the 
birth took place within seven months of marriage, in the eighth and 
the ninth month in 809 cases, or 5-8 per cent., and in the period from 
the tenth to the twelfth month (inclusive) in 2,553 cases, or 18-4 per 
cent. ‘Thereafter the numbers diminish for each succeeding three- 
monthly period in the second year of marriage and for each year 
following. The average interval between marriage and the birth of 
the first child was approximately 1 year and 8 months. Ag might be 
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expected there is rather a preponderance of younger mothers in those 
cases In which the duration of marriage was less than one year, the 
average age for such cases being 24:6 years, while for first births in 
the second year of marriage the average maternal age was 27-1 and 
for those in the third year of marriage it was 28-7. In the case of 
births occurring before the end of the seventh month after marriage 
the average age of the mother was 23-5 years. 

The proportion of births occurring within seven months of 
marriage declines progressively with increasing age of mother. 
Thus of infants born to mothers aged under 20, 70:7 per cent. occur 
within seven months of marriage, at age 20-24 the percentage is 
39°8, at 25-29 it is 17-0, at 30-34 it is 10-1 and at 35-39 it is 9-2. 

In Table F (4) will be found the age of the mother classified 
according to the number of previous children by her presént husband 
and by any previous husband. The number of legitimate children 
was 39,822, including 9 cases in which particulars as to number of 
previous children were not obtained. The total number of children 
previously born to the existing marriage was 72,659 and to a former 
marriage 1,287. Including the child now born, the children born to 
the existing marriage numbered 112,481 (Table F (5)), while in- 
cluding those born to the former marriage the total was 113,768. 
Still-born children and children who have died are included in the 
numbers of previous children born. 

In 13,901 cases the child now registered was the first born to the 
present marriage, in 9,369 cases it was the second, in 5,889 cases the 
third, in 3,666 cases the fourth and in 2,346 cases the fifth. In 760 
cases there had been at least nine previous children, and in 9 cases 
there had been at least 15 previous children, while in one case it was 
stated that there had been 20 previous children, the mother in this 
case being over 45 years of age. Of the 1,668 cases in which the 
mother was under 20 years of age, the child was the second in 249 


the number of families of ten children is about one-third less than the 
number of those of nine children, and those of nine are also about 
one-third less than those of eight. This proportionate reduction in 
the number of families as the number of children increases is found 
to exist with considerable regularity throughout the table. 

The effect of the decline of fertility on the distribution by order 
of birth of infants born in a given year is strikingly illustrated by 
F (4) with corresponding figures 
taken from Lewis’ work on the births of 1855. The following tabula-

From the above it will be seen that in 1855 first, second and 
third births accounted for 50°4 per cent. of the total births, while in 
1938 these births numbered 73:2 per cent. of the total. From the 
second set of ratios it is observed that for every 100 mothers who had 
their first birth in 1855 there were 84:8 who had their second and 
80-6 their third. In 1988 these ratios were only 67:4 and 42-4. Thus 
the proportion of third births to first was in 1938 little more than 
one-half of what it was in 1855. Fifth births in 1855 were 55 per 
cent. of first births, whereas in 1938 they were only 17 per cent., a 
decline of fully two-thirds. As already indicated, the 1938 numbers 
show a fairly consistent, although irregular, decline of about one- 
third in the successive numbers of children grouped according to 


order of birth, the most marked decline being in the case of a third or - 


a fourth child. A scrutiny of the above table will indicate the 
striking change in fertility of the women of Scotland which has taken 
place since 1855. 

In only 498 cases was the birth of any child from a previous 
marriage reported, the 498 cases accounting for 1,287 children. This 
gives an average of 2°58 children for each previous fruitful marriage. 
The number of cases decreases with the increase in the numbers of 
previous children. It will be observed that in two cases there were 
10 or more children from a previous marriage. 

Table F (5) shows the numbers of previous children of the current 
marriage, tabulated according to the duration of the marriage. The 
average number of children rises steadily with the number of years 
which have elapsed since marriage. Thus, where a child has been 
born in the second year of married life, calculations based on the 
table show that the average number of children born to the marriage 
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(including the present child) is 1:35, in the third 1-80, in the fourth 
2°20 and in the fifth 2°53. In the case of those marriages where a 
child is born between the 10th and 15th year of marriage, the average 
number of children of the marriage is 5-16, between the 15th and the 
20th year 7-03, between the 20th and the 25th year 8°88, and when a 
child is born after 25 years of married life the average number of 
children of the marriage is 11:09. For all cases, irrespective of 
duration, the average number of children is 2:83. From this table 
it 18 also possible to calculate the average interval between the 
birth of each successive child. The first child is born on an 
average one year and eight months after marriage, the second child 
after 4:1 years, the third after 6:4 years, the fourth after 85 years 
and the fifth after 10-4 years. For the tenth child this average 
interval is 16:8 years. 

Table F (6) contains a classification of twin and triplet births 
according to sex and the age of the mother. The number of cases in 
which twin children were both males, both females, and one male 
and one female were approximately equal, being respectively 163, 
174 and 171 out of a total of 508 legitimate cases. In 18 cases the 
births were illegitimate, and in 11 of these cases the children were 
both males. The percentage of mothers who bear twins rises steadily 
until the age-group 30-34, after which there is a decline. Thus at 
ages under 20 the percentage is 0:45, at 20-24 it is 0°86, at 25-29 it 
is 1:15 and at 30-34 it is 1-80, after which it declines to 1°69 at 35-39 
and 1:17 at 40-44. No case of multiple birth occurred in the case of 
women over 45. In the only case recorded of a triplet birth two of 
the children were male and one female. These figures are subject to 
the qualification that they do not include still-births, these not 
having been registered in Scotland until 1939. The totals, irrespec- 
tive of age, are, however, quite comparable with figures relative to 
multiple births as published in this and in all previous Reports for 
Scotland. 

At the registration of the death of a woman who had been married 
the question is asked whether or not the deceased had had any 
children, and the results of this inquiry are shown in Table F (7), 
correlated with the age and the conjugal condition of the deceased. 

The deaths of 9,880 such women were registered during the six 
months and the question was answered in all but 59 cases. It will 
be readily understood that the information was sometimes not avail- 
able, particularly in the case of elderly women, and in fact in 32 of 
these 59 cases the deceased was aged over 70. The question was 
answered in 9,821 cases, of which 4,698 were of women who were 
_ married at the time of death, 5,107 were of widows and 16 of 

divorced women. Tn the case of 759 married women, of 718 Widows 
and of 4 divorced women the deceased had had no children. Ex- 
pressed as a percentage of the total number of women in each 
category, the percentages of those who had had no children were 16-2

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in the case of divorced women. In the case of married women this ~ 
percentage, in general terms, diminishes with increasing age. Tt is 
91-4 at age under 20, when the duration of married life will naturally 
have been shortest, but it is 29-1 between 20 and 24, 22:4 at 25-29, — 
93-0 at 30-34, 19°3 at 35-39, and it decreases at each succeeding age — 


group until it reaches 13-2 at 60-69, after which it rises to 17-1 at 


over 70., Only 20 widows were aged under 40 years and in every case 






there had been children, but thereafter the percentage of childless 


widows does not show the comparative regularity of that for married — 


women, being 87 at ages 40-44, 16-7 at 45-49, 12-4 at 50-59, 15-2 


at 60-69 and 14:0 at ages over 70. These irregularities may be due ~ 


to paucity of numbers, deaths of widows being fewer than those of 
married women at all age-periods under 70. 

In Table F (8) the numbers of women who had been married and 
who die childless are related to the duration of the marriage. As 


would be expected the percentage of women who have had no | 
children is highest at the shorter durations and diminishes steadily 


with increasing durations. Thus of the 105 women (all conditions) 
whose marriage had lasted less than one year, deceased had had no 
children in 60 per cent. of the cases, but this percentage declines to 


40-4 for the second year, to 38:3 for the third year and to 29°8 for the | 
fourth year. Thereafter the percentage continues to fall somewhat — 
irregularly and it is still as high as 24:4 at 15-19 years’ duration, | 
after which it declines steadily. At 40-49 years’ duration it is _ 
75, at 50-59 it is 5-4 and at 60-69 it is 5-3. As already indicated | 
the percentage who had no children is 16-2 in the case of women who | 


were married at the time of death and 14:1 in the case of widows, 
and this relative position is maintained in most of the durations, 
although from 3 to 6 years’ duration inclusive the percentage is 


higher in the case of widows. It may be pointed out that while in | 
the case of the deaths of married women the year of marriage may — 
be approximately determined from the duration of the marriage, this — 
is not possible where deceased was a widow, being dependent on the — 


duration of her widowhood, which has not been tabulated. 


Tables have also been prepared showing, in the case of the death | 
of a married man or married woman, the age of the surviving spouse, _ 
but as these are of limited interest it is not proposed to publish them — 
in this Supplement. The results are, however, available to inter-_ 


ested persons on application to this Office. 
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APPENDIX VII. 
HOUR OF BIRTH AND OF DEATH. 


Diurnal variations in physiological states are quite well recog- 
nised. Metabolism, as judged by temperature, pulse or respiration 
rate, shows a well-marked cycle, with a minimum in the early hours 
of the morning (about 4 a.m.) and a progressive rise till early after- 
noon, followed thereafter by a slow subsidence later in the evening. 
Popular impressions are curiously associated with certain phases of 
the daily cycle, and like many deep-rooted impressions are accepted 
in spite of the difficulty of determining the correctness of their basis 
as well as of, in proven cases, arriving at a satisfactory explanation. 
In the case of both birth and death a confirmed, but essentially 
vague, belief persists that at certain hours these events take place 
with unusually great frequency. Whether they are based on 
exceptional instances, limited or selective experience, or whether 
there is some real basis for these beliefs can be determined only by 
actual investigation of a large and representative sample of the 
events in question ; but that these impressions do exist can be elicited 
by questioning (e.g.) medical practitioners, who for usually unex- 
plained reasons never seem to believe that the events have no diurnal 
variation at all. Among the laity, too, evidence of a belief in sub- 
stantial differences at different periods of the night and day is found 
in popular phrases such as ‘‘ the mystic hour of birth and death,’’ 
‘ the turn o’ the nicht ’’ (in the case of deaths), &c. Actual in- 
vestigation of the point has confirmed the fact of diurnal variation 
in the case of deliveries, but with deaths, although variations are 
manifest, there is less uniformity in the findings. 

In a recent extensive investigation of the prevalent hour of still- 
births, De Porte (1932) has presented data of hourly variations in 
respect of both live and still births in New York State. With the 
latter he has shown a definite afternoon excess in the rates, which 
Yerushalmy (1939) in a later investigation has indicated as correlated 
with the greater prevalence of operative delivery at that time of the 
day (in U.8.A.). With live-born infants the hour of delivery is given 
for 92,652 cases in the following distribution :—

The maximum number, occurring between 3 and 6 a.m., is nearly 
40 per cent. higher than that of deliveries at the least frequent hours, 
between noon and 3 p.m., and there is obviously a decided excess of 
forenoon over afternoon deliveries. (The distribution of still-births, 
in general, shows precisely the reverse trend.) In an article on 
‘‘ Population Phenomena in Amsterdam ”’ (Van Zanten and Van 
den Brink) which appears in Population, the Journal of the Inter- 
- national Union for the Scientific Investigation of Population 
Problems (Volume IIT, No. 1, January 1939), the following note is 
made :—‘‘ It appears, as was to be seen formerly, that, if we divide 
the day in eight periods of three hours each, the greatest number 
(15 per cent.) are born in the first period (from 0 till 3 o’clock) and 
the smallest number (11 per cent.) from 15 to 18 o’clock.’’ There 
seems to be some difference in the hours of maximum frequency 
found in different inquiries, although all apparently agree in finding 
a forenoon excess. As a matter of interest merely, the point has 
been investigated for a sample of live-births occurring in Scotland. 

In a preliminary analysis of 1,747 births in the Burgh of Paisley 
the distribution by hour of birth was as follows :—

The inequality of frequency at different hours of the day and 
night is obvious (and statistically significant). An abnormally high 
proportion of live-born infants are delivered in the early hours of the 
morning, an abnormally low proportion in the afternoon and early 
evening. The maximum occurs between 3 and 6 a.m., the minimum 
between 6 and 9 p.m., the former exceeding the latter by exactly 
50 per cent. 

Although there is no immediately obvious explanation of such a 
well-defined diurnal fluctuation, the suggestion has been made that 
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the frequency of operative intervention may be a factor artificially 
distorting the normal frequencies of delivery at different hours of the 
day and night. When this actually occurs in this country we have 
no information. De Porte, in his investigation, transmitted the 
findings to some of the leading American obstetricians and, inter 
alia, received the following reply from J. Whitridge Williams (Johns 
Hopkins Hospital) :—‘‘ It is a great surprise to me (the afternoon 
excess of still-births), as I should have placed it in the early morning 
hours, and would have attributed it to the fact that the doctor, 
becoming exhausted and impatient after being up a considerable 
part of the night, resorted to operative interference in order to get 
home in time for breakfast and the work of the day. This, however, 
is only a personal impression and is not based upon figures.’’ This 
suggestion, so far as concerns the prevalent time for operative inter- 
ference, was negatived later by Yerushalmy (vide ante), who has 
shown that the frequency of operative deliveries has two peaks, one 
around 11 a.m. (when hospital operating rooms are normally busy) 
and another (corresponding to the diurnal peak of still-births) in the 
afternoon. That varying frequency of operative deliveries is pro- 
bably not the explanation of the observed diurnal variations of live- 
births receives further support from the Scottish figures. In Paisley 
burgh roughly one-third of all deliveries took place in hospital, 
one-third by general practitioners and one-third by midwives in 
domiciliary practice. A further selection of three groups of counties 
was taken, Group I (Selkirk and Berwick) in which all births were 
doctor-attended, Group II (Banff, Moray and Nairn) in which the 
majority were doctor-attended, and Group III (Caithness, Ross and 
Cromarty and Sutherland) in which the large proportion are midwife- 
attended. ‘The diurnal variations in these .three groups, widely 
separated geographically and differing in attendance at birth, are set 
forth below in Table I.

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In each group of areas the nature and extent of the variations 
are similar, an excess proportion in the forenoon, a minimum in the 
afternoon. In Selkirk and Berwick the peak time seems to be 
between 9 a.m. and noon, but in a comparable doctor-attended group 
(Banff, Moray and Nairn) it occurs at 3-6 a.m. Actually the 
similarity between the four geographical groups (i.e. including 
Paisley Burgh) is very much more striking than their differences 
(which, in actual fact, are not statistically important). For the 
whole sample of 10,121 births the percentage frequency distribution 
is compared with that for the U.S.A. in sample below :—

There is in the U.S.A. figures a slightly higher proportion of 
cases occurring between 9 a.m. and noon—a discrepancy which may 
be not unconnected with the higher operative delivery rate in that 
country, but the really striking feature is the similarity in the two 
distributions. . 

It would definitely seem therefore that, quite apart from outside 
intervention, there is a decided and apparently inexplicable tendency 
for births to occur with more than usual frequency in the early hours 
of the morning. 


A similar inquiry has been carried out in respect of deaths. The 
point has previously been investigated by Wigand, who noted the 
hour of the day when 672 persons died of non-epidemic diseases. 
These he divided into ten groups—malignant disease, heart and 
blood diseases, sepsis, renal disease, pneumonia, cerebral hemorr- 
hage, tuberculosis, diabetes, other internal diseases. In 93 patients 
with heart disease an unusually high frequency was observed between 
10 a.m. and 12 noon, and a similar peak in 87 cases of malignancy 
and 55 of sepsis. Patients dying of pneumonia, cerebral hemorr- 
hage and diseases of blood and kidneys, however, showed a dip 
instead of a peak at mid-day. For the whole series mortality was 
only 10 per cent. higher by night than by day. Frey (quoted by 
Wigand) noted that, in 500 deaths after operation, the day mortality 
(6 a.m.—6 p.m.) was much lower than the night mortality in the 
ratio of 1 to 1:7.

With deaths there is obviously no such well defined diurnal 


variation as was found in births. 


In the first half of the day 48:4 


per cent., and in the second half 51°6 per cent. took place; and in 
the period 6 a.m.—6 p.m. 50°8 per cent. took place compared with 
49-2 per cent. in the night hours 6 p.m.—6 a.m. for the total series. 
The differences in the hourly variations from a uniform distribution 
throughout the 24 hours are scarcely significant, statistically or 


otherwise. 


In the four areas separately, irregular fluctuations in adjacent 
3-hourly periods are found in Paisley and East Lothian, whereas 
in Banff County and Kirkcaldy Burgh there is apparently more 
regular departure from uniformity, but in opposite directions, Banff 
showing an excess in the morning hours with a peak at 6-9 a.m., 
Kirkcaldy an afternoon excess with a peak period at 3-6 p.m. In 
the latter instance the deviations from uniformity are probably 
significant statistically, but in the other three areas the divergencies 
are such as might quite easily have arisen by chance. It is the 
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experience of Kirkcaldy alone which produces, in the combined 
series, the suggestion of higher frequency of deaths in the afternoon 
hours. Clearly then deaths differ markedly from births in this 
respect—diurnal variations in the former being of small degree, 
erratic and by no means of similar nature in individual areas. There 
is certainly no tendency towards excess frequency at the hours when 
such excess might be expected, namely, in the early hours of the 
morning. | 

These 6,055 deaths were further analysed to determine the 
influence of season, age and sex, but none of these separate factors 
seems to have any influence—in no case did significant divergencies 
emerge.

The observations of pressure in Table II have been reduced to 
mean sea-level, and reduced for the value of gravity to Lat. 45°. 

The Air Temperatures throughout are from standard thermometers 
exposed in the regulation “Stevenson Screen.” 

Averages or normals in the case of pressure and rainfall refer to 
the period 1881-1915. In the case of temperature and sunshine, 
percentages of and departures from normal are calculated with 
reference to the period 1906-35; all the absolute values of the 
District Averages given in Table I refer to the period 1881-1915 
however. 

In Table II the figures, with the exception mentioned in the 
footnote, are extracted from the Monthly Reports already published 
by the Registrar-General for Scotland and relate to the eleven towns, 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Greenock, Perth, 
Kirkcaldy, Kilmarnock, Ayr and Dunfermline.
